This is certainly one of the 
most important Colonial and Early Federal era coins that we have 
handled in quite some time. It is only the fifth Cast example of the 
Ryder-5 die marriage to be authenticated and attributed. The finest 
known representative of this variety is the coin that sold as lot 1267 
in our October 1987 sale ot the Norweb Collection. The example 
in this lot is at the lower end of Condition Census. Both sides are 
pitted with extensive verdigris, probably from having been lost in 
the ground. (The fact that this coin was dug actually helped us 
determine its authenticity.) The ends of most rays on the reverse are 
discernible, as are a few of the peripheral letters on that side. Little 
detail remains on the obverse, but one can actually discern all four 
digits in the date at certain light angles and with close scrutiny. A 
coin whose importance should be obvious to specialists in the State 
coinage of Vermont. According to Walter Breen, the cast variant of 
the Ryder-5 dies is not a product of the Rupert mint, but rather of 
some private enterprise.

Perhaps the most famous of all 
U.S. small Cents, the 1856 has a reported mintage of approximate¬ 
ly 2,000 pieces in the 2005 Guide Book. According to Rick Snow 
(2001), not all of the coins extant were actually struck in 1856. The 
popularity of this issue was such that the Mint continued to strike 
examples at least through early 1860. Snow-9, the most frequently 
encountered die marriage of the 1856 Flying Eagle, was probably 
delivered during the second striking period for this issue, i.e. from 
1857 through 1860. 

This Choice specimen exhibits speckles of copper-brown patina 
over a base of orange-tan color. There are no ill-defined features on 
either side, as befits a proof striking, and the surfaces are uncom¬ 
monly mark-free for the assigned grade. Distracting carbon is also 
conspicuous by its absence, and the surfaces may have secured a 
near-Gem designation were the original finish just a tad more 
vibrant. This is, nevertheless, a pleasing representative that would fit 
comfortably into any specialized Cent collection.

appears to have been struck from the Snow PR4 dies. According to 
that author (The Flying Eagle and Indian Cent Attribution Guide, 
Volume ), the Philadelphia Mint delivered approximately 120 proof 
\ 1858 Flying Eagle Cents of the Small Letters variety. We do not know 
exactly how many of these coins are extant, but there can be no deny¬ 
ing that both the Large Letters and Small Letters variants of this proof 
issue are very rare when viewed in the wider context of the proof Cent 
series. This coin is a definite specimen striking with one of the 
sharpest impressions that this cataloger has ever seen on an 1858- 
dated Cent. All devices are crisply delineated, and some of the leaves 
in the reverse wreath display an exactness of detail that is virtually 
never seen on business strikes in this series. The fields reveal modest, 
yet appreciable hints of brightness as the coin rotates under a light. 
Olive-tan reverse patina warms to orange-tan overtones on the 
obverse, but more deeply set olive tinting is also evident on the latter 
side at indirect angles. There are no mentionable handling marks, and 
the eye appeal is all that one would expect for the Gem grade.

Discovered by R. A. Medina in 1996, 
the 1914/3 is fast earning a reputation as one of the most popular 
varieties in the Buffalo Nickel series. To date, numismatic 
researchers have confirmed at least two obverse dies with remnants 
of a 3 below the 4 in the date. The existence of multiple dies for the 
1914/3 suggest that the overdate feature was originally found in a 
working hub, which then imparted the feature to all of the working 
dies that it made. The most common die marriage of this overdate 
displays a series of die scratches (as made) above the 4 in the date. 
Writing in 2000, David Lange suggests that these scratches may 
point to an effort made by Mint personnel to efface the remnants 
of the underdigit. 

The coin in this lot is an example of the aforementioned die 
marriage. It is also one of the finest 1914/3 Nickels currendy certi¬ 
fied at PCGS. Both the obverse and the reverse are overlaid in 
warm, mostly even, golden-gray patination. A few faint streaks of 
lighter tinting are evident on the reverse, but only at certain angles.

In MS-66, PCGS has currently certified 
just 12 examples, and none are finer at that service. 

This attractive Gem displays a strike that is about as sharp as one is 
likely to encounter on an extant ‘17-D Nickel. In fact, the obverse is 
sharper in appearance than the plate coin in Langes 2000 book The 
Complete Guide to Buffalo Nickels. The strike is a bit softer on die 
reverse, but only at the bison’s shoulder, head, and back.

Book will probably not be enough to make one aware of the condi¬ 
tionally challenging status of the 1918. After all, this particular 
Buffalo Nickel delivery is a product of the Philadelphia Mint, and 
\ the original mintage of 32 million coins is quite generous by the 
Standards of the era. In the 2000 book The Complete Guide to 
Buffalo Nickels, however, David Lange states: “[The] 1918 is scarce 
in all grades F and better. Despite its high mintage, nice circulated 
coins are frustratingly elusive, due in part to a chronically poor 
strike. Mediocre Mint State coins are often available, but no so 
Gem pieces.” To this description we would like to add that Superb 
Gems are very rare, such coins easily qualifying for high Condition 
Census standing. 

Registry Set collectors take note: this 1918 Nickel is one of the 
seven finest examples of its issue known to PCGS. The toning is 
simply breathtaking, and it really needs to be seen to be fully appre¬ 
ciated. Both sides exhibit gold, powder-blue, and lavender over¬ 
tones that move from the rims to the centers in true target-like fash¬ 
ion. The luster is full and bright with a shimmering satin texture. 
Free of bothersome striking incompleteness, this coin is certainly 
among the most carefully produced 1918 Nickels extant. There are 
hardly any distractions, as befits the assigned grade, but a tiny 
obverse fleck in the field behind the Native American’s neck is noted 
for accuracy’s sake.

294 1918/7-D MS-64 (PCGS). Along with the 1916 Doubled Die Obverse and 1937-D 3-Legged, the 1918/7-D is the most eagerly sought variety 
in the Buffalo Nickel series. We believe that this overdate was created in the Engraving Department at the Philadelphia Mint sometime in late 
1917. At that time, the Mint was busy preparing dies for both 1917 and 1918-dated Nickel production. Since a working die requires two or more 
impressions from a working hub before it is ready for use in the coinage presses, it is easy to see how this overdate was created. One of the work¬ 
ing obverse dies that had already received one impression from a 1917-dated working hub, then received a second from one dated 1918. Whether 
this was done accidentally or intentionally is not known, but we do know that this obverse was shipped to the Denver Mint and used to deliver 
some percentage of the 8.3 million-coin delivery recorded at the facility in 1918. 

The 1918/7-D is rare in all grades, with V(. F the most prevalent range among survivors. The number of Mint State coins extant is a matter 
of conjecture, but Lange (2000 opines that approximately two dozen coins remain at that level. This near-Gem represents the finest in technical 
quality chat one will probably ever have the opportunity to acquire for this overdate Nickel.

Bebee sent to the editor of the The Numismatic Scrapbook Magazine. Unlike such other varieties in the Buffalo Nickel series as the 1914/3, the 
1937-D 3-Legged was discovered almost immediately upon delivery. In fact, C.L. “Cowboy" Franzen placed the first known advertisement for 3- 
Legged Nickels in The Numismatic Scrapbook Magazine as early as 1937-1938. Since that time, this Mint error has been widely collected as an inte¬ 
gral part of a complete Buffalo Nickel set. 

While we typically offer several circulated, and even a few lower-grade Mint State examples of the 3-Legged Nickel in our sales, seldom do we 
have the opportunity to present a Gem. With full, softly frosted luster and nary a distracting blemish to report, this is just such a coin. Both sides 
are overlaid in the lightest golden-silver iridescence that enhances already memorable eye appeal.

Indeed, specimen strik- 
ings of the 1829 V-3 Half Dime are known, with Breen (1977) list¬ 
ing six distinct examples and stating that “others probably exist.” 
The coin in this lot is pleasingly mirrored in the fields with a sharp 
strike that is far superior to that seen on most business strikes of this 
type. The rims, however, do not appear to be as sharp or squared-off 
as this cataloger would like to see for a proof, and the brilliant finish 
in the fields does not penetrate the spaces between all of the denti¬ 
cles.

to the business strike Seated Half Dime series. A mere 27,000 pieces

As 
art 1840s issue, the proof 1846 is also a significant numismatic rar¬ 
ity, although the exact number of coins struck was not recorded by 
the Mint at the time of production. Writing in 1977, Walter Breen 
lists 12 distinct specimens, one of which is impounded in the 
Smithsonian and another of which is “impaired.” A1 Blythe (1992) 
seems to concur with Breen’s figures when he estimates a total of 10- 
12 proofs for the 1846. 

This is the first proof of this important Half Dime delivery that 
this cataloger can remember handling. Both sides are richly toned 
in charcoal-gray shades that allow appreciation of brilliant-finish 
fields at the most direct angles. The devices are fully struck through¬ 
out, as befits the method of manufacture, and there are no out¬ 
wardly bothersome contact marks. A loupe does reveal two very 
tiny distractions in the obverse field—one inside star 1 and the 
other after star 13—that should help trace the pedigree of this 
important, early-date proof. 

Proof 1846 Half Dimes are distinguishable from identically dated business strikes 
by the position of the shield point on Liberty’s gown relative to the 1 in the date.

Central 
features are mostly well defined, though a bit of weakness at the eagle's breast and leg are evident, as always, and slightly softness at the flowing 
hair detail by Liberty’s neck. This example is, however, remarkably well struck for the variety. Faint die clashing can be detected on the reverse, in 
the field around the eagle. Surface marks are absolutely minimal for coin certified at this level. It is a truly impressive example. 

Dimes struck bearing the 1797 date comprise only two die combinations, both using the same reverse. Initially, a 16 star obverse was used, 
commemorating Tennessee as America's sixteenth state. Mid-year, the obverse die was replaced with one employing only 13 stars, reflecting the 
thirteen original states, after it was determined impractical to add another star for each new state to enter the Union. From here on, only occa¬ 
sionally did coins struck by the Mint utilize more than 13 stars, all denominations considered. 

The mintage figure for this year is a not clearly defined, and in fact, the reported 25,261 pieces included over 10,000 coins bearing the date 
1796. The John Reich Collector’s Society reference on early dimes alludes to a total mintage of only 15,017 pieces dated 1797, of which 5,918 
bore the 13 star obverse. 

P(.( jS has certified total of 61 pieces, representing both die varieties. Only around nine coins are identified as have the 13 star obverse, of which 
just two achieve Mint State designation. The appearance of this jewel is truly an occasion. For date, type, or die variety, it would be nearly impos¬ 
sible to improve upon.

The 
Small Date variant of the proof 1821 Capped Bust Dime is an 
exceedingly rare coin with perhaps just four specimens known. The 
impressively pedigreed Gem in this lot is finer than the example 
that we sold as lot 1585 in our October 1980 sale of the Garrett 
Collection, this despite the fact that the John Reich Collectors 
Society lists that coin as “finest seen” for the issue. As such, we 
believe that the coin offered here is probably the finest known 1821 
Small Date Dime in proof format. 

Both sides are modestly, yet appreciably brilliant in finish, this 
feature most readily evident in the fields at direct light angles. With 
the exception of the eagle’s talons on the reverse, the devices are 
crisply delineated, and the surfaces are free of all but the most triv¬ 
ial contact marks.

The former issue, 
however, docs boast a limited original mintage of 230,000 pieces, and it undoubtedly saw extensive circulation throughout the South 
at the time of issue. As such, the 1845-0 is a very scarce coin in well-worn grades that becomes rare in EF and extremely rare in 
Mint State. To date, PO IS has certified just two 1845-0 Dimes, an MS-62 and the present MS-69. To this paltry total, NGC adds 
only two more MS-62 coins. 

This is for and away the finest 1845-0 Seated Dime extant. Full satin luster blankets both sides, there being only minimal, mottled 
toning in delicate golden hues. Fhe ‘45-0 typically displays above-average striking definition for a New Orleans Mint issue, and this 
Superb Gem does not disappoint in this regard, l he overall appearance is sharp, and accuracy alone compels us to mention the light¬ 
est striking softness over the denticles in a few isolated areas. As befits the assigned grade, there are no outwardly noticeable abrasions. 
With an impressive pedigree and awe-inspiring technical quality, this coin would form the centerpiece of any specialized collection. 

A loupe reveals evidence ot die rust on Liberty's portrait. I his feature is as struck, and it is quite common for coins struck in the humid climate of New Orleans.

66 (PCGS). Struck in silver with a reeded edge. This coin com¬ 
bines the obverse of the regular issue 1859 Seated Dime with 
Longacre s cereal wreath reverse that the Mint adopted in 1860. As 
such, it does not display the legend UNITED STATES OF AMER¬ 
ICA on either side. 

On October 25, 1859, Mint Director Colonel James Ross 
Snowden wrote to Secretary of the Treasury Howell Cobb to sug¬ 
gest that Longacres new cereal wreath reverse be adopted for use on 
all circulating silver coinage. In the end, the federal government 
decided to use this motif only on the Half Dime and Dime. The 
Coiner’s Department struck approximately 12 specimen Dimes in 
1859 with the new cereal wreath reverse. The obverse, as mentioned 
above, was that of the regular issue Seated Dime of that year. These 
pieces may have been prepared to demonstrate the proposed reverse 
design, but Breen (1988) suggests that they were struck clandes¬ 
tinely for sale to collectors with close ties to the Mint. Whatever the 
exact reason for their existence, the 1859 Transitional Dimes are 
among the rarest of all Seated coinage. Although technically pat¬ 
terns (or pieces de caprice, per Breen), survivors are eagerly sought 
by collectors for inclusion in sets of regular issue Seated Dimes. 

At the top of the PCGS pop for the issue, this high-end Gem is 
richly toned in mottled tannish-copper toning over a base of silver- 
gray iridescence. There is also a blush of delicate powder-blue tint¬ 
ing along the lower left reverse border. Direct angles reveal modest, 
yet appreciable brightness in the fields, and the striking detail is 
razor-sharp throughout.

439 1815 B-l, the only known dies. MS-67 (NGC). Writing in 
1988, Walter Breen attributes the Mint’s sporadic delivery of 
Quarter Dollars from 1796-1831 to the contemporary public’s 
preference for Spanish and Mexican 2-Real coins. After striking 
220,643 Quarters of the Draped Bust, Large Eagle type in 1807, 
the U.S. Mint did not receive new bank orders for this denomina¬ 
tion until 1815. By the latter year, John Reich had already intro¬ 
duced his Capped Bust motif on Half Dollars (1807), Half Eagles 
(1807), Quarter Eagles (1808), and Dimes (1809). In keeping with 
this trend toward uniformity, it only seemed natural for the Mint to 
use this design on the Quarter in 1815. The Capped Bust motif 
would remain in use for that denomination, with one major refine¬ 
ment, through early 1838. 

Federal records indicate that a total of 89,235 Quarters were 
delivered in 1815. Survivors are relatively plentiful in an absolute 
sense, but the issue does enjoy heightened demand from first-year 
type collectors. This richly toned Superb Gem is far and away the 
finest 1815 Quarter that this cataloger has ever handled. It is 
presently unique in certified grade at NGC, and PCGS does not 
report a single example of this issue finer than MS-66. Both sides 
are layered in charcoal-gray, crimson-red, orange, and olive-gold 
colors that speak volumes about this coin’s originality. The strike is 
sharply executed and well centered with all devices boldly delineat¬ 
ed. Mint luster is full and vibrant, and the surfaces are expectantly 
smooth in appearance for the designated grade. In fact, not even a 
loupe calls forth a worthwhile pedigree marker. A no-questions 
highlight of the silver offerings in this sale, and a coin that is seem¬ 
ingly earmarked for inclusion in a type set of “finest knowns.”

Most examples, howev¬ 
er, are circulated to one degree or another, and Mint State coins of 
even marginal quality are scarce. With solid Gem quality, the coin 
in this lot is at the top of the Condition Census for the variety 
(based on the list in the 1992 edition of the book The Early Quarter 
Dollars of the United States: 1796-1838: 65; 64; 63; 62; 60; 60).

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Important and Rare 1827/3 Restrike Quarter 



-442 1827/3 Restrike. B-2. Rarity-6+. Proof-65 (NGC). This is one of the most desirable, indeed we might say magical dates in the entire U.S. Quarter 

series. Mint records indicate that 4,000 Quarters were delivered in 1827. Although we are confident that that number refers to business strikes, most, if 
not all survivors delivered in 1827 are from an unknown, although presumably limited proof mintage. The VF representative that we sold as lot 1391 in 
our April 1997 sale of the Louis E. Eliasberg, Sr. Collection was paid out by a railway ticket clerk in 1893. That coin may be a business strike, but it could 
also very well be a proof that somehow found its way into circulation. Regardless, tke aforementioned mintage of 4,000 pieces was probably comprised 
almost solely of Quarters dated 1825. The proofs struck in 1827, as well as the Eliasberg VT example, are from an overdate obverse die with the remnants 
of a 3 beneath the 7. The base of the 2 in the reverse denomination 25 C. is curled. Numismatic scholars have classified these coins as originals, the first 
four specimens of which were apparendy obtained from the Philadelphia Mint in late 1827 by Joseph J. Mickley. 

By the late 1850s, the date 1827 in the U.S. Quarter series had apparendy become desirable enough that a clamor arose for collectible examples. As 
such, or at least as reported in Breens 1988 Encyclopedia, the Mint’s night watchman Theodore Eckfeldt (and possibly others) retrieved the 1827/3 obverse 
die from the coiners vault, mated it with the reverse of the 1819 B-2 variety, and produced approximately 12 silver and five copper restrikes. These coins 
are believed to have been delivered sometime in 1858 or 1859, but certainly before July 30, 1860. On that date, Mint Director Colonel James Ross 
Snowden seized all old dies and sealed them in his personal vault. The restrike 1827/3 Quarters are distinguishable from their original counterparts by hav¬ 
ing a square base 2 in the denomination 25 C. 

Estimates on the number of original 1827/3 Quarters extant are in the neighborhood of 10 pieces. As far as the restrikes are concerned, Breen traces 
12 pieces in his 1988 Encyclopedia, and the 1992 update of the book The Early Quarter Dollars of the United States: 1796-1838 by A. W. Browning lists

1 he eye appeal is nothing short of breathtaking, with dominant champagne-gray patination that yields to crescents of vivid sea-green iridescence 
along the right borders. Frosty textured luster swirls around both sides, the sheen undiminished by the passage of nearly 90 years since this coin 
was struck.

Both sides 
are essentially full in striking definition, this feature perhaps most 
praiseworthy over Liberty’s head on the obverse. In fact, the outward 
appearance is more akin to what one might expect for a 1917-P Type 
I rather than a 1917-S of the same type.

The strike is 
expectantly sharp for the FH designation, and fulsome mint luster 
shimmers from rim-to-rim with a softly frosted texture.

•93 1918/7-S FS-008.5. MS-64 FH (NGC). The first public auction of a 1918/7-S Quarter was in the Barney Bluestone sale of 
December 4, 1937. Cline (1997) also reports that that is the year in which this overdate was discovered. The author goes on to state 
that, as with all overdates, the T8/7-S Quarter is almost always seen with a more-or-less weak strike. Current PCGS and NGC pop¬ 
ulation data seems to confirm the validity of this statement, as the two services have certified just 43 examples with an FH desig¬ 
nation. (While this total may seem generous in an absolute sense, it pales to insignificance when one considers that PCGS and NGC 
have graded more than 500 1918-S Quarters without an FH designation. There is also the possibility of resubmissions for both FH 
and non-FH examples.) A characteristically weak strike, as well as the number of years that passed between the production and dis¬ 
covery of this overdate, explain the extreme rarity of the 1918/7-S at the finer (read: Mint State) Full Head grade levels. 

This is one of the few overdate Standing Liberty Quarters with an FH designation that this cataloger has handled in recent years. 
The strike is well above average in all regards. All of the olive leaves on Liberty’s head are discernible, and there is emerging defini¬ 
tion over the inner shield rivets, Liberty’s thigh, and the eagle’s breast. Shimmering mint luster is seen throughout, as is an overlay 
of delicate golden iridescence. What we do not notice are singularly mentionable abrasions. Certainly among the most impressive 
‘18/7-S Quarters extant, this coin would serve as a centerpiece in even the most advanced collection.

The 
tops of the digits in the date are also a little blunt in detail, but we stress that the all-important underdigit is discernible both to the naked eye and 
with a loupe. Mint luster is not all that far from full, this despite light rub from a short stint in circulation. The toning is also praiseworthy, the obverse 
displaying a mostly brilliant center within warm orange-tan peripheral shadings. The reverse is a bit more extensively patinated with mottled medium- 
tan highlights that yield to cobalt-blue colors in select areas at the rims. With few singularly noticeable abrasions and exceptional eye appeal for the 
grade, this coin is certain to see spirited bidding at auction.

tant auction when we can offer even a single representative of this 
rare overdate Quarter. Since this is the second ‘18/7-S that this cat- 
aloger has described for this sale, we expect that Standing Liberty 
Quarter specialists will be paying extra-special attention to this 
year’s ANA National Money Show Auction. Wear is light and con¬ 
fined to the highest points of the design. The devices retain suitably 
bold definition in most areas, but we do note some softness of detail 
over Liberty’s head and the inner shield rivets on the obverse, as well 
as the eagle’s breast feathers on the reverse. We stress that this 
incompleteness of strike is characteristic of virtually all known 
examples of this overdate Quarter.

(Standing Liberty Quarters) opines that the 1920-S is the most 
underrated issue in this series at or above the MS-63 level, and with 
Full Head striking definition. The author also states that no more 
than 2% of the original mintage of 6.3 million pieces qualifies for 
an FH designation. With crisp delineation throughout, and 
uncommonly sharp detail over Liberty’s head, this coin is certainly 
among the most carefully produced survivors of this S-mint deliv¬ 
ery. Also of note on both sides is the luster: it is full and vibrant with 
a softly frosted texture. Not even the lightest toning is evident, all 
areas being radiantly brilliant in sheen.

In the 1997 
book Standing Liberty Quarters, J.H. Cline gives several illustrations 
of exacdy how elusive this issue can be with an all-important FH 
designation. The author relates how an original roll of ‘26-D 
Quarters surfaced in the Midwest in 1984, not a single coin of 
which was Full Head. He also reports that the important offering of 
Standing Liberty Quarters in Superior’s May 1990 sale of the Boys 
Town Collection did not include a l 26-D in FH. We could certain¬ 
ly find additional proof of this issue’s full-strike rarity, although we 
doubt that it would be necessary to convince dedicated Standing 
Liberty Quarter specialists of the importance of the coin in this lot. 
The strike is uncommonly sharp in all areas, most notably over 
Liberty’s head on the obverse. In fact, there are no devices that pos¬ 
sess mentionable softness of detail on either side. The toning is 
attractive with mostly golden-tinged iridescence framing swirls of 
lilac tinting in the centers. A few blushes of copper-tan toning are 
also seen here and there on the reverse. With full mint frost and no 
outwardly distracting abrasions, this coin is solidly graded at the 
Gem Full Head level. The inclusion of this example would be the 
mark of a truly memorable Standing Liberty Quarter collection.

There are only two issues, and three major varieties in the Draped Bust, Small 
Eagle Half Dollar series. Since the combined mintage of this series is a mere 3,918 pieces, one can readily appreciate the rarity of 
this type. The coin in this lot may be extensively worn, but it is evenly so with a pleasingly original look to both sides. The domi¬ 
nant patination is tannish-gray in sheen, with splashes of charcoal-gray tinting also noted here and there toward the borders. The 
latter shade is a bit more extensively distributed on the reverse. The rim is distinct from the peripheral devices around about 75% 
of the obverse, as it is on the reverse despite being more softly defined on that side. All major design elements are at least outlined 
in definition, and some bolder detail is also evident in the more protected areas of Liberty’s portrait and the reverse eagle. The sur¬ 
faces are problem-free for an early U.S. silver coin that saw this extensive circulation, and both sides are actually quite smooth in 
outward appearance. 

The 1796 16 Stars is rarer than the 1795 15 Stars and 1797, a fact that confirms its status as the most elusive Guide Book vari¬ 
ety in this short-lived series. Walter Breen (1988) opines that only a certain percentage of the 874 Half Dollars delivered in the 
Philadelphia Mint on March 21, 1797 were struck using the 1796 16 Stars design. The author also states that an even smaller per¬ 
centage of the 2,984-delivery reported for May 21 of the same year may also have been comprised of 1796 16 Stars examples.

Remnants of the first 
0 underdigit are clearly discernible to the left of the 5 in the denom¬ 
ination and (on some examples, but not this coin) between the 
curve and the flag of that digit. 1’his is one of the most intriguing 
representatives of the Overton-116/Overton-116a dies that this cat- 
aloger has ever handled. When we offered this coin in our 
November 1988 sale of the Norweb Collection, we presented it as 
a proof. We now concur with PCGS that this coin is a business 
strike. Apparently, the 0-116 dies remained unused for a period of 
time in the Mint, during which both the obverse and the reverse 
rusted. The dies were retrieved and pressed back into service, but 
not before they were extensively lapped to remove the rust. This 
lapping imparted a prooflike finish to both the obverse and the 
reverse, and it also removed the portion of the 0 underdigit between 
the curve and the flag of the 5 on the latter die. Traces of die rust, 
however, remain on the obverse over Liberty’s bust below the neck. 
Overton lists this lapped die variant of the 0-116 dies as 0-116a. 

The prooflike finish imparts fabulous eye appeal to this coin. 
Both sides are uniformly mirrored in finish beneath a mottled over¬ 
lay of soft golden-tan iridescence. Blushes of powder-blue tinting 
are also seen in select peripheral areas. The central devices are quite 
sharp in strike, but we do note a little softness of detail over a few 
of the obverse stars. Some tiny handling marks in the fields are all 
that seem to preclude this important near-Gem from an even finer 
grade.

The No S Cent of 1990 is a significant rarity, and of course is the 
highlight of this offering, with vast collector appeal. Specialists in 
Lincoln Cents, and the legion of collectors assembling Proof sets 
alike, need this coin to have a truly complete collection. No official 
mintage figure has been reported, but it is estimated by researchers 
that only around 150 Prestige Proof sets containing this error left the 
Mint, from a total mintage of 506,126 sets. It should be noted that 
combined, PGCS and NGC have certified only 65 pieces. Many 
owners of this rare variety elect to keep theirs in the original pack¬ 
aging. 

This error occurred when an obverse working die without a 
mintmark, which was intended for use at the Philadelphia Mint, was 
mistakenly sent to San Francisco and was sandblasted, polished and 
chromium plated, the normal procedure for Proof die preparation, 
without anyone noticing the absence of the S. The die was then 
pressed into use, and at some point the error was discovered and the 
die was replaced. Not all of those coined left the Mint. Upon dis¬ 
covery, it is reported that 145 coins were retrieved from packaged 
sets before they were shipped. 

Seldom does this classic modern rarity appear for sale. When 
specimens are offered collector demand is intense. Here is a mar¬ 
velous opportunity.

Both sides are overall sharply struck from an expert¬ 
ly centered impression. Wear is light and confined to highest points 
of the design. Striking softness is less prevalent than one might 
expect for an early Dollar, and it is only really mentionable over the 
eagle’s breast and right (facing) leg on the reverse. Warmly patinat- 
ed in golden-gray hues, the surfaces reveal no more than the usual 
number of light and moderate abrasions for a silver coin of this size 
that spent a limited amount of time in circulation.

Mint State survivors are downrighl 
rare, as one should expect for a product of the early U.S. Mint. I 
This golden-gray example reveals shimmering, satin luster as thel 
surfaces rotate under a light. The strike is well executed with readi-1! 
ly evident denticulation in all areas around the borders. The focal! 
features are equally bold in definition, and there are really no areas! 
of mentionable lack of detail. Scattered abrasions are mostly seen on I 
the obverse, their number and size uncommonly minimal for a sil-1 
ver coin of this size.

3017 1839 Judd-104 Restrike, Pollock-116. Rarity-7. Proof-63 (NGC). Silver. Reeded Edge. Die Alignment III. The eagle is fly¬ 
ing level when the coin is rotated around its horizontal axis, as is diagnostic for the Die Alignment III attribution, and Liberty’s head 
is opposite the N in ONE. This is a rare die alignment for the 1839 Gobrecht Dollar, and it is almost certainly a restrike coined 
circa 1858 or later. (The NGC insert, however, refrains from attributing this coin as either an Original or a Restrike.) In the 1994 
book United States Patterns and Related Issues, Andrew W. Pollock states that he is aware of only one attributed example of the 1839 
Judd-104 in Die Alignment III. That coin is the specimen that appeared as lot 1290 in Superior’s October 1973 sale of the 
Gilhousen Collection. The author also states, however, that it is probable that other examples exist. 

We have been unable to trace the pedigree of this Choice specimen beyond the Richmond Collection. Both sides are richly toned 
in well-blended olive-charcoal and lavender-charcoal shades. The underlying finish is uniformly brilliant, if slightly muted in sheen. 
There are, however, no outwardly distracting blemishes, and a razor-sharp strike is seen throughout. An undeniably rare coin that 
belongs in an advanced collection of Silver Dollars. 

Pedigree concerns compel us to mention a small strike through (as made) in the obverse field inside star 2.

The total mintage for this delivery is just 40,000 pieces, and 
widespread circulation throughout the Mississippi River valley 
and/or melting at the hands of speculators took a heavy toll on this 
Silver Dollar issue. An understandably scarce coin in all grades, the

threshold. Direct angles reveal bright remnants of mint luster out¬ 
lining many of the devices, but the outward appearance is largely one 
of silver-lavender patina. The strike is sharply executed throughout, 
and only light highpoint wear is noted. With no sizeable or individ¬ 
ually bothersome abrasions, this coin would make an attractive and 
important addition to a specialized collection of Seated Dollars.

Vj^roof-64 BN (NGC). Struck in copper with a plain edge and 
nearly medallic alignment of the dies. This is a privately issued 
restrike that was struck from severely rusted dies discarded by the 
Mint. The dies may have been mismatched, i.e. they may have 
come from two different issues in the Capped Bust Right, Heraldic 
Eagle Five Dollar series. Extensive rust pits (as struck) are seen on 
both sides. There are also three prominent cud breaks (again, as 
produced) over the reverse rim from 7-9 o’clock. All major design 
elements are readily evident despite the rust, and there is also some 
sharper definition to many of the devices. Otherwise even 
mahogany-brown toning lightens to original, albeit faded medium- 
red color in a few areas around the obverse periphery. 

This is the first example of this rare restrike that this cataloger has 
ever handled. In addition to the previously mentioned as-struck fea¬ 
tures, the obverse reveals several die cracks, one of which bisects 
Liberty’s portrait from the rim outside stars 4 and 5 to the rim out¬ 
side star 13. There are also mentionable die breaks from the lower 
obverse rim before the 1 in the date and through the digit 0, the lat¬ 
ter of which bisects the portrait to the B in LIBERTY. These cracks 
seem to identify this die as Breen’s Obverse 3 of the 1805 Half Eagle.

At several times during the early decades of its operation, the U.S. 
mint discarded old, rusted, and/or severely cracked dies as “scrap 
iron.” Several pioneer numismatists such as Dr. Montroville 
Dickeson, J. J. Mickley, Edward Cogan, and John W. Haseltine 
obtained these dies and made restrikes from them in various met¬ 
als. The example in this lot is one such piece, and it was struck from 
the same die pairing as the Judd-37 example that we are also offer¬ 
ing in this sale. Some areas of bright luster are evident here and 
there, but the most significant features on both sides are die rust pits 
(as produced). The surfaces are essentially as struck, but much of 
the definition is obscured by the rust. There are, however, no out¬ 
wardly noticeable post-production distractions. Although of private 
origin, restrikes such as Judd-37 and Judd-38 are eagerly sought by 
collectors due to the general lack of official U.S. Mint patterns and 
trial strikes from the early decades the 19th century.

The family patriarch, Christopher Bechtler, was a skilled metal¬ 
lurgist, goldsmith, silversmith and gunsmith who emigrated to 
American with his two sons and a nephew in 1829, and shortly 
thereafter moved to Rutherford County, in the heart of North 
Carolina gold mining country. Beginning in 1832, the family pri¬ 
vately minted $1, $2 1/2 and $5 gold coins from locally mined gold 
for use in area commerce. The family gained in impeccable reputa¬ 
tion for honesty and the exact fineness and weight of their gold, and 
their coinage circulated freely. The enterprise endured until around 
1852, with different family members carrying on the tradition. After 
•the death of Christopher Sr., however, the reputation of the coinage 
suffered, and by around 1852 issuance was suspended. Today, exam¬ 
ples of the family’s Carolina gold coinage are highly coveted by col¬ 
lectors, and represent a significant period in Americas history.

3366 18 34 Classic Quarter Eagle. MS-66 ★ (NGC). The immense quantities of Latin American silver that flooded the world market during the 
early 1830s resulted in a disproportionately high value of gold relative to silver. The result for U.S. gold coins of the era is that they became worth 
more as bullion than as circulating currency. 1 his phenomenon, albeit in mirror image, would later plague U.S. silver coinage in the aftermath of 
the California Gold Rush. But to return to the 1830s, the federal government knew that it had to alter the weight of its gold denominations or 
else accept continued exportation and/or melting of such coins. The Mint Act of June 28, 1834 sought to remedy this problem by lowering the 
weight of the Eagle from 270 grains to 258 grains, and its fineness from 916.700 to 899.225. Both the Quarter Eagle and Half Eagle were mod¬ 
ified in proportion. 

To mark this change in the weight and fineness of the Quarter Eagle, William Kneass prepared a new design that collectors now refer to as the 
Classic type. I he first year of production for this series saw a delivery of 112,234 pieces. Survivors are relatively plentiful in todays market, at least 
in circulated grades.

David W. Akers (United States Gold Coins: An Analysis of Auction Records) accounts for just eight- 
to-ten unimpaired proofs extant. Breen (1988) does not offer an estimate on the number of survivors, but he does opine that the 
1865 is rarer than the proof Quarter Eagles of the 1860-1864 era.

3390 1849 Small Head, No L. MS-66 (NGC). This spectacular gold 
dollar was struck on May 8, 1849, the first day of issue for the 
newly introduced gold dollar denomination. It is highly probable 
that this coin was acquired at the time by a dignitary and carefully 
preserved as a keepsake of the occasion, accounting for its impecca¬ 
ble state of preservation today. Surfaces exhibit full golden rose mint 
luster and remain nearly flawless. A single minute copper spot is evi¬ 
dent on the reverse, near the top of the wreath leaves at the left. It 
is a truly magnificent example of this historic gold rush era dollar, 
struck by the Mint not only to fill a need in commerce, but to uti¬ 
lize vast quantities of the precious yellow metal being mined in the 
West and shipped to the east coast. 

Gold dollars impressed at the initial striking all bore a so-called 
“Small Head,” without a tiny L on Liberty’s truncation identifying 
James Longacre as the coin’s designer. A reported 1,000 business 
strikes were prepared, which seems to collaborate properly with the 
number of third-party grade pieces today. Historically, this variety 
is arguably the most important coin within the denomination from 
the time of its inception to its retirement in 1889. The offered spec¬ 
imen would be very difficult to improve upon.

Far more carefully produced than the typically offered 1849-D 
or 1850-D Gold Dollar, this impressive ‘51-D is more-or-less 
sharply struck in virtually all areas. Just one or two letters/digits in 
the center of the reverse are a bit softly impressed, yet no less dis¬ 
cernible. Evenly colored, yellow-gold surfaces are overlaid in softly 
frosted mint luster.

Despite having been pro¬ 
duced in slighdy greater numbers, the 1853-C (11,515 pieces pro¬ 
duced) is roughly similar in rarity to the 1852-C (9,434 coins struck). 
The former delivery ranks seventh in both overall and high-grade rar¬ 
ity among the nine Gold Dollar issues from the North Carolina 
branch mint. Typically offered in either VF or EF, the ‘53-C is scarce 
in AU and rare in Mint State. Winters Condition Census for this issue 
is comprised of coins graded either MS-64 or MS-63 at the two major 
grading services. We suspect that the example in this lot is a newcom¬ 
er to that list, but it does qualify for CC standing, nonetheless. 

Using this coin as our example, we do not agree with Winters 
statement that the 1853-C is the worst struck Type I Gold Dollar 
from the Charlotte Mint. Both sides are overall sharply impressed 
with only the most trivial softness to the detail over the highpoints of 
Liberty’s portrait on the obverse. The mint finish is uncommonly 
vibrant for the issue with modest suggestions of semi-reflectivity seen 
in the fields. Otherwise yellow-gold color deepens to green-gold 
undertones as the coin turns away from a light. Scattered grade-defin¬ 
ing abrasions are noted, but we stress that none of those features are 
either sizeable or individually distracting. An extremely important 
bidding opportunity for the advanced collector of Southern gold.

3398 1854 Type II. MS-62 (NGC). This is an important BU type can¬ 
didate with an above-average strike for the issue. The obverse is over¬ 
all bold in definition, as is the reverse despite a little bit of softness 
to the detail over the LL in DOLLAR and the 85 in the date. 
Medium-intensity, rose-gold color flows over both sides, as does suit¬ 
ably vibrant satin luster. Grade-defining abrasions are mostly small 
in size and not individually distracting. In fact, the eye appeal is 
probably strong enough to support a Choice grade.

3399 1855 MS-62 (PCGS). As one of only two P-mint issues in the 
Type II Gold Dollar series, the 1855 is an immensely popular coin 
for both circulated and Mint State type purposes. This is not to say 
that this issue is common in all grades. While circulated survivors are 
offered with relative frequency, Mint State example are quite rare 
from the standpoint of market availability. Satiny in sheen, this BU 
representative is possessed of warm, even, yellow-gold color. The 
number of wispy abrasions is uncommonly minimal for the assigned 
grade, and the strike is somewhat above-average for the type. The 
obverse is particularly sharp in definition, but the reverse is a little 
softly impressed over the date. The latter feature notwithstanding, 
this coin boasts lovely eye appeal for the assigned grade. 

An out-of-the-way obverse distraction is noted at the IC in AMERICA.

3400 1855 AU-58 (NGC). Light highpoint rub is all that seems to bar 
this golden-rose example from a full Mint State rating. Flickers of 
original luster remain on both sides, mostly in the more protected 
areas around the devices and the borders. Despite a bit of striking 
softness to the center of the reverse, the overall definition is pleas¬ 
ingly bold for an example of this conditionally challenging type.

3401 1855-C Winter 9-K, the only known dies. AU-50 (PCGS). 
The sole C-mint issue in the Type II Gold Dollar series, the 1855-C 
is a rare coin with just 9,803 pieces produced. Just how rare? Winter 
ranks the ‘55-C fourth in overall rarity, and second in high-grade 
rarity, among the nine Gold Dollar deliveries from this Southern 
branch mint. Scarce even in low-end EF, the 1855-C can be very dif¬ 
ficult to locate at the accurately graded AU level. The overall impres¬ 
sion of the present example is a bit soft, as befits the issue, but the 
central reverse is relatively bold with a readily discernible date and 
denomination. The color is a warm orange-gold shade that appears 
to lighten every-so-slightly on the reverse. With a bold C mintmark 
and not all that many scattered abrasions for the grade, this coin 
would fit nicely into any high-grade collection of Charlotte Mint 
gold. A small depression in the left obverse field is noted. 

Clashmarks (as struck) are seen in the fields around the central devices, particularly 
on the obverse.

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3402 1857-C Winter 10-L, the only known dies. AU-55 (PCGS). 
The penultimate Gold Dollar issue delivered in the Charlotte Mint, 
the 1857-C was produced to the extent of just 13,280 pieces. 
Survivors are typically offered at the VF and EF grade levels, and the 
issue as a whole ranks sixth in rarity among the nine C-mint Gold 
Dollar deliveries. In AU and Mint State grades, the ‘57-C ranks fifth 
among the same group. Although a little softly impressed in the cen¬ 
ters, this minimally circulated survivor exhibits an above-average 
strike for the issue. In fact, the overall appearance is relatively bold. 
Both sides retain flickers of original luster with even orange-gold col¬ 
oration. Scattered light-to-moderate abrasions are noted, as one 
should expect for a C-mint gold coin that saw actual, however lim¬ 
ited circulation. In the book Gold Coins of the Charlotte Mint: 1838- 
1861, Doug Winter suggests that 1857-C Gold Dollars that grade 
AU-55 or finer qualify as Condition Census.

3403 1858-D Winer 10-M, the only known dies. AU-50 (PCGS). 
This important gold dollar is one of just 3,477 pieces coined at the 
Dahlonega Mint in 1858, all from a single pair of dies. Some natu- 
iai mint luster remains, mixing with a dash of dusty tone. There is 
an additional sprinkle of deep gray at the upper right reverse rim. 
Strike quality is average for the issue, with softness at the centers and 
at some of the dentils on either side. Hairlines and rubbing are quite 
modest for the assigned grade, and there are no hard or detracting 
contact marks. A bit of circular scuffing is evident around Liberty’s 
portrait. Here is an affordable, yet pleasing example of this historic 
gold dollar.

3404 1858-D Winter 10-M, the only known dies. AU-50 (PCGS). 
Such is the rarity of Dahlonega Mint gold that an issue like the 
1858-D is among the more plentiful D-mint Gold Dollars in today s 
market despite a paltry original mintage of 3,477 pieces. Most sur¬ 
vivors, however, grade VF-EF, and About Uncirculated examples are 
scarce-to-rare from a condition standpoint. This warmly patinated 
representative exhibits well-blended, khaki-gold and green-gold col¬ 
ors. The surfaces are a tad glossy in texture, and singularly distract¬ 
ing abrasions are significantly few in number for a D-mint Gold 
Dollar that saw 10 points of circulation. Lightly worn, the devices 
retain overall bold definition in all areas save for the lower-right 
reverse wreath. A pleasing AU representative of the issue that would 
fit comfortably into any high-grade collection of Southern gold.

3405 1859-C Winter 11-M, the only known dies. AU-58 (PCGS). 
As the final Gold Dollar delivered in the Charlotte Mint, the 1859- 
C is a historically significant issue. It is also an elusive issue that 
ranks third in high-grade rarity among Gold Dollars from this 
coinage facility after the 1849-C Open Wreath and 1855-C. 
According to Winter, only 18-20 coins of the 5,235 pieces original¬ 
ly struck are extant in the various AU grades. This is an important, 
nearly Uncirculated survivor that is just shy of Condition Census. 
Both sides are pleasingly colored in copper-gold undertones and 
warmer tannish-gold patination. The strike is average for the issue 
with a slightly “soft” appearance to both sides. The major design ele¬ 
ments, nonetheless, possess plenty of sharper definition here and 
there, and the reverse wreath is overall crisply delineated. All four 
digits in the date are at least discernible, and the C mintmark is very 
sharp. Well-blended copper-gold and khaki-gold colors provide 
pleasing eye appeal, and there are faint traces of original satin-to- 
softly frosted luster evident at more direct light angles. None of the 
scattered circulation marks are worthy of singular concern. Final- 
year gold type collectors seeking a representative of Gold Dollar pro¬ 
duction at the Charlotte Mint would be wise to take full advantage 
of the bidding opportunity that this lot represents, as would special¬ 
ists in this popular Southern coinage facility.

3406 1861 Proof-65 (PCGS). While the business strike 1861 is one of 
the most common Gold Dollars, its identically dated proof coun¬ 
terpart is a very rare coin that is not offered with any degree of reg¬ 
ularity in today’s market. The original mintage of this specimen 
delivery is 349 coins—a total that is the largest in this series after 
those of the 1884-1889 issues. Both David W. Akers (1975) and 
Walter Breen (1988), however, report that many proof 1861 Gold 
Dollars were melted as unsold in 1862. The former author even 
states that the 1861 is rarer than the I860 and only slightly less rare 
than the 1862, an issue with just 35 pieces originally struck. 

Unfathomably deep mirrors in the fields support fully struck 
devices. The reverse is cameo in finish, and there is even some con¬ 
trast between Liberty’s portrait and the field on the obverse, although 
not quite enough to have secured a CAM designation at PCGS. This 
triviality aside, the eye appeal is nothing short of breathtaking. 
Dominant orange-gold that appears to lighten in hue ever-so-slightly 
over Liberty’s neck on the obverse and the upper right wreath on the 
reverse. There are no outwardly distracting blemishes, and the valid¬ 
ity of the Gem designation is assured in our minds. Advanced 19th 
century gold collectors should take note of the extremely important 
bidding opportunity that this lot represents. 

A thin reverse lintmark (as made) through the O in DOLLAR can serve as a worth¬ 
while pedigree marker, as can two tiny planchet flaws (also as struck) in the reverse 
field before the date.

3407 1863 MS-64 (NGC). This historic Civil War era gold dollar has 
a reported mintage of just 6,200 business strikes, plus 50 coined in 
the Proof format. Unlike later date low mintage gold dollars, which 
were preserved in quantity, few gold coins struck in this time peri¬ 
od were preserved, except by happenstance. The offered coin is 
\ extremely attractive, boasting a glow of delicate rose iridescence 
v -'.over satin-like mint luster. Sharply struck. Merely a few faint luster 
grazes and light hairlines account for the certified grade. Visual 
appeal is quite exceptional. A scant 34 total pieces have been grad¬ 
ed by NGC.

3408 1865 MS-63 (PCGS). By the final year of the Civil War, low 
mintages for the gold denominations had become the accepted norm 
for the Philadelphia Mint. In the case of the Gold Dollar, a mere 
3,700 business strikes and 25 proofs were delivered in 1865. This is 
an issue that does not appear to have seen widespread circulation, at 
least judging by the fact that most survivors are either AU or Unc. 
On the contrary, many 1865 Gold Dollars were probably exported 
and/or melted, a theory that seeks to explain the absolute rarity of 
this issue in today’s market. 

Fully lustrous with an overall frosty texture, both sides also reveal 
the lightest suggestions of brightness in the fields. Warm rose-gold 
color overlays both sides in an even manner, the devices of which are 
expectantly sharp in striking detail for a P-mint Gold Dollar with a 
limited original mintage. A few wispy abrasions are noted, but none 
are worthy of singular concern. Important for date and mint pur¬ 
poses, this coin should have little difficulty finding its way into a spe¬ 
cialized Gold Dollar collection. 

Light clashmarks (as struck) are seen in the fields around the central design elements.

Most survivors at the finer circulated and Mint State levels are fully 
prooflike in finish. This should come as no surprise to collectors as, 
with such a limited original delivery, virtually all business strike 
1875 Gold Dollars are “first strikes.” Rich-looking, reddish-gold 
color flows over both sides of this impressively well-preserved exam¬ 
ple. Bright, reflective fields backlight devices that are crisply delin¬ 
eated over all features. There are no singularly mentionable abra¬ 
sions, as befits the assigned grade, but pedigree concerns do compel 
us to mention a tiny (one will need a loupe to see it), as struck 
planchet void in the obverse field before the point of Liberty’s nose. 
A coin whose rarity is equally as impressive from both absolute and 
condition standpoints.

3410 1886 Proof-65 Cameo (PCGS). The 1886 boasts a tantalizinglv 
low mintage of just 5,000 business strikes and 1,016 proofs. 
Survivors of both deliveries, therefore, are eagerly sought by gold 
specialists. This is a lovely specimen striking whose devices are 
expectantly full in detail for the method of manufacture. Reflective, 
watery fields backlight satin-textured devices, the interplay between 
these two features providing a pleasing cameo effect. The surfaces 
are mostly orange-gold in color, but we do note a few small swirls 
of pinkish-rose tinting on the obverse. Carefully preserved with no 
distracting contact marks. As with all proof gold, the 1886 Gold 
Dollar is a rare coin when viewed in the wider context of U.S. 
numismatics.

High Condition Census 1831 Quarter Eagle Rarity 



3411 1831 B. 1, the only known dies. MS-66 ★ (NGC). The early decades of theTJ.S. Mint saw the Half Eagle reign supreme among the gold denom¬ 
inations. It was the Five Dollar, and not the Quarter Eagle or Eagle, that showed upm the orders of banks and bullion depositors with the greatest degree 
of frequency. Of course, a limited number of Quarter Eagles (and Eagles) were requested from time-to-time, such as the 4,520 examples of the Capped 
Head Left denomination reported in federal records for 1831. Like its counterparts dated 1829, 1830, 1832, 1833, and 1834, the 1831 displays a small¬ 
er diameter than its similarly designed counterparts of the 1821-1827 era. All issues in the Capped Head Left Quarter Eagle series do have at least one 
thing in common: extreme rarity in all grades as a result of the widespread melting of gold coins that was prevalent during the early 1830s. 

Judging by current PCGS and NGC population data, this lovely Gem qualifies as high Condition Census for the 1831 delivery. Both sides are rich¬ 
ly colored in orange-gold shades with a noticeably prooflike finish. Unlike the fields, however, the devices are not appreciably reflective with more of a 
satiny texture. A razor-sharp strike is readily evident over all devices, and the surfaces display ample evidence of having been extremely well preserved 
since the day of issue. In fact, there are no abrasions that would even serve as a pedigree marker, but we do note a tiny reverse planchet flaw (as made) 
in the field between the eagle’s head and right (facing) wing thai should be useful in that regard. (One will need a loupe to discern this feature.) The eye 
appeal is the most exquisite that this cataloger can ever remember handling on a Quarter Eagle of this rare and challenging type.

3412 1838-C Winter 1-A, the only known dies. MS-63 (NGC). A touch of delicate sunset toning has developed over remarkably bright natural mint lus¬ 
ter. The strike is particularly sharp on this coin, including the hair curls above Liberty’s ear, which typically lack good definition. The reverse is eqi 
well struck. There are a few faint, shallow scuffs in the fields, but they are minimal and unobtrusive, and do not detract from the impressive appearance of 
this important numismatic treasure. 

Only one die combination was used to strike this denomination at the newly established Charlotte Mint. Just 7,880 pieces were struck. The offered 
coin has a fine die crack extending diagonally from the reverse rim at about 10 o’clock extending into the left field above the eagles wing, and anoth¬ 
er die crack from the eagles beak to the upper right corner tip of the shield. A total of only 55 coins have been certified by NGC, with ten of those 
deemed worthy of Mint State classification. This example stands as one of the finest.

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3413 1840-C Winter 1-A, the only known dies. AU-58 (PCGS). 
Christian Gobrecht’s Liberty design made its debut on the Quarter 
Eagle in 1840. The Charlotte Mint was active in the production of 
this denomination in that year, the total delivery of 1840-C Two- 
and-a-Halves amounting to 12,822 pieces. In terms of total number 
of coins believed extant, the ‘40-C is similar in rarity to the 1851 -C 
and 1860-C. It is not quite as difficult to locate as those two deliv¬ 
eries in high grades, but we caution bidders that only 16-18 AU 
examples and six or seven Mint State coins are believed extant by 
Winter. Minimally worn across the highpoints, this coin retains 
ample evidence of an overall bold impression from the dies. Liberty’s 
portrait on the obverse is quite sharp, as is the reverse eagle. Blushes 
of original mint luster adhere to the more protected areas, but the 
overall appearance is one of warm green-gold color. A few splashes 
of copper-gold tinting are also evident over and around the ends of 
the eagles wings. The surfaces are somewhat scufly, as befits the 
grade, but the eye appeal is well above average for a C-mint Quarter 
Eagle that saw actual, however limited use in the avenues of com¬ 
merce. 



3414 1840-D Winter 1-A. Net VE-30 (ANACS). AU Details— 
Repaired, Whizzed. This first-year Liberty Quarter Eagle from the 
Dahlonega Mint boasts a limited original mintage of 3,532 pieces. 
Numismatic scholars believe that no more than 65-70 of those coins 
are extant, the vast majority of which grade no finer than VF. With 
AU definition, the example in this lot represents an important bid¬ 
ding opportunity for the budget-minded collector. The surfaces 
exhibit irregular splashes of copper-tinged iridescence, but the dom¬ 
inant color is a mix between orange-gold and green-gold shades. The 
strike is quite sharp by the standards of the issuing Mint, and there 
are no singularly mentionable abrasions save for two small digs in 
the lower obverse field. Glossy texture points to a cleaning. 

There is a bisecting reverse die crack from the rim outside the second T in STATES 
to that outside the fraction bar. A second crack on that side joins the eagle’s right 
(facing) wing to the rim outside the M in AMERICA, and one final die break is seen 
through the lower right field. All of these features are as struck.

3415 1843-C Large Date. Winter 5-D. AU-50 (NGC). The fields on 1 
this desirable C-mint quarter eagle are touched with a hint of violet I 
toning over attractive golden mint luster. Fairly good detail evident at 1 
Liberty’s hair curls, compared to many. Softly struck on the reverse at 1 
the feathers around the shield. A somewhat prominent scuff in the I 
upper left obverse field and a small tick at the lower right are the only ■ 
noteworthy marks, with just modest shallow scuffing evident other- I 
wise. Mintage was just 23,076 pieces using the Large Date obverse die. 1

Choice AU 1843-C Small Date 
Quarter Eagle Rarity 


3416 1843-C Small Date, Crosslet 4. Winter 4-C. Die State III. 
AU-55 (PCGS). Produced in significantly fewer numbers, the 
1843-C Small Date (2,988 coins struck) has always been more dif¬ 
ficult to locate in the numismatic market than its identically dated 
Large Date counterpart (23,076 pieces delivered). What collectors 
did not realize until the 1950s/1960s is that the ‘43-C Small Date 
is one of the rarest of all Charlotte Mint Quarter Eagles. In feet, 
Doug Winter opines that this issue is unsurpassed in this regard by 
any Quarter Eagle delivered in this coinage facility. One of just 50- 
60 coins that the author believes extant, this minimally worn sur¬ 
vivor is richly colored in well-blended, olive-gold and copper-gold 
shades. The quality of strike is quite impressive by the standards of 
this branch mint, with all features pleasingly sharp in definition 
with the exception of a few isolated highpoints. A bit scuffy from a 
short stint in circulation, yet largely free of singularly mentionable 
abrasions. With pleasing eye appeal, solid technical merits for the 
assigned grade, and undeniable rarity, this coin should be of obvi¬ 
ous importance to Southern gold specialists. 

A sizeable die break (as struck) is seen from the point of Liberty’s bust to about 7 
o'clock on the obverse rim. The size of this crack confirms this coin as Die State 
Ill, which is the most frequently encountered die state of this issue.

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3417 1843-C Winter 5-D. Large Date. VF-35 (NGC). The Large 
Date is the more common of the two logotype varieties of the 1843- 
C Quarter Eagle, and survivors are popular for gold type purposes. 
This richly patinated, olive-gold example exhibits overall moderate 
wear. The reverse eagle is a bit softly defined, probably from striking 
incompleteness as well as circulation, but the obverse is pleasingly 
bold in appearance. Problem-free for the assigned grade, with no 
abrasions that are really worthy of singular concern.

3418 1843-D Winter 4-F. Small D. AU-58 (PCGS). The reverse die 
that the Dahlonega Mint used to strike this coin is the same that it 
utilized to deliver all known 1842-D Quarter Eagles. The 1843-D 
was produced to the extent of 36,209 pieces—the highest yearly 
total for a D-mint issues in the Liberty Quarter Eagle series. Despite 
its status as the most plentiful Dahlonega Mint Two-and-a-Half in 
today’s market, the ‘43-D is conditionally scarce at the upper reach¬ 
es of AU preservation. Such coins are also under extreme collector 
demand for both type purposes and inclusion in specialized 
Southern gold collections. 

Predominantly lustrous surfaces retain ample evidence of a satin- 
to-softly frosted finish. Both sides are very sharply struck for the issu¬ 
ing Mint with only the lightest highpoint rub in evidence. With 
even yellow-gold color and no singularly mentionable abrasions, this 
coin is easily among the most appealing Dahlonega Quarter Eagles 
that we have ever handled at the near-Mint level. A single out-of- 
the-way distraction on the reverse outside the M in AMERICA is 
noted for accuracy’s sake.

3419 1843-D Winter 4-F. Small D. AU-55 (NGC). We are pleased to 
be offering multiple examples of this popular issue in the D-mint 
Liberty Quarter Eagle series. The Choice AU representative in this 
lot is minimally worn across the highpoints with an overall sharp 
appearance to both sides. There really are no areas of bothersome 
striking incompleteness, although we do note that the eagle’s neck 
feathers on the reverse are a little softly impressed. Blushes of origi¬ 
nal luster are largely confined to the more protected areas around the 
devices and the borders, but rich orange-gold color is seen through¬ 
out. Lightly-to-moderately abraded, yet no more so than one should 
expect for a Dahlonega Mint gold coin at this grade level.

3420 1843-D AU-53 (NGC). Mint luster is a bit soft and subdued, 
with a slightly uneven olive cast to the obverse color. The strike is 
average for the issue, with only modest ticks and scuffs. There are no 
outwardly detracting contact marks which its seems plague all 
Southern minted gold issues. Here is a very nice example for the cer¬ 
tified grade.

3421 1844-C Winter 6-E, the only known dies. MS-61 (NGC). 
Although not specifically mentioned on the Condition Census list 
in Winter’s book Gold Coins of the Charlotte Mint: 1838-1861, this 
coin is definitely worthy of that important distinction. The surfaces 
are far more carefully preserved than those of the typically offered 
VF (or lower grade) example. In fact, there is no perceptible wear, 
but we do note an overall soft impression with some mentionable 
lack of detail over the central highpoints and around the periph¬ 
eries. This striking incompleteness is characteristic of the issue, 
however, and a pleasing blend of yellow-gold and green-gold colors 
enhances the eye appeal. Scattered abrasions define the grade, and a 
streak of coppery-gold tinting on the reverse from the lowermost 
arrow head is noted. Suitably vibrant in the luster category, both 
sides shimmer with a softly frosted texture. This coin is certainly 
one of the most important C-mint Quarter Eagles among the 
extensive Southern gold offerings in this sale.

3422 1844-D AU-58 (NGC). Very light graying is evident on this coin, 
but with some mint luster still intact. Typical of this issue, both sides 
are rather weakly struck at the centers, bur atypical of the 44-D, the 
surfaces on this coin display minimal surface marks, along with light 
rubbing. It is a pleasing example of this important Dahlonega Mint 
quarter eagle.

3423 1844-D Winter 5-1. AU-58 (NGC). The ‘44-D has an original 
mintage of just 17,332 pieces, survivors of which number perhaps 
just 175-200 pieces in all grades. This near-Mint example is finer 
than the typically offered EF representative. Both sides display 
deeply set green-gold undertones that warm to orange-copper pati¬ 
na as the surfaces rotate under a light. With impressively crisp delin¬ 
eation throughout, this coin is certainly one of the 15-20% of 1844- 
D Quarter Eagles that were sharply struck. With no singularly men¬ 
tionable abrasions and pleasingly strong eye appeal, this coin is wor¬ 
thy of a solid bid. The 1844-D is rarer in high grades than the 1843- 
D and 1857-D. 

Winter 5-1 is the rarer of the two known die marriages of the 1844-D Two-and-a- 
Half. In fart. Winter (2003) states that “for every example seen of 5-1, at least four 
arc seen of 5-H.”

3424 1845-D Winter 6-1, the only known dies. AU-58 (NGC). 
Golden mint luster is satin-like and remarkably fresh appearing. 
Strike quality is quite bold, with a trace of die clashing evident on 
the reverse. The obverse is scuffed a bit in the right field, though 
overall surface marks are modest and there is only a touch of light 
rubbing. The visual appeal of this example is quite impressive com¬ 
pared to most. The ‘45-D Liberty Head quarter eagle is elusive in all 
grades, particularly so at this level, and higher. The offered coin 
would be difficult to improve upon in an AU-58 holder. 

NGC Population: 28 at this level; seven finer. 

PCGS# 7720. 
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3425 1845-D Winter 6-1, the only known dies. EF-40 (NGC). Mint 
luster is light gold in color and bright. Softly struck, as most exam¬ 
ples of this issue are. Surfaces appear moderately scuffed on the 
obverse, with a few somewhat heavier abrasions and fine scratches on 
the reverse. Just 19, 460 pieces were struck. 

PCGS# 7738. 


3426 1845-0 EF-45 (PCGS). The New Orleans Mint did not strike 
any Quarter Eagles in 1845, but that does not mean that there is not 
an 1845-0 issue in the Liberty series. The 4,000 pieces delivered in 
that facility on January 22, 1846 were from 1845-dated dies. Having 
been struck in a different year, the 1845-0 Two-and-a-Half is one of 
the most popular issues in the New Orleans Mint series. It is also a 
rare coin (particularly in grades above VF) that is not offered with 
any degree of frequency in today’s market. Rich green-gold color 
overlays both sides of this original-looking example. The outward 
appearance also assumes somewhat of an orange-gold sheen as the 
coin dips into a light. The obverse is pleasingly bold in detail for the 
issue as well as the grade, but the reverse is a little bit more softly 
defined over the highpoints of the eagle. With no particularly note¬ 
worthy abrasions, this coin is certainly among the most attractive 
‘45-0 Quarter Eagles extant at the EF grade level. 

There is a shallow, as struck depression in the upper right reverse field. 

PCGS# 7739. 


3427 1846-C Winter 7-F. AU-50 (NGC). In keeping with the charac¬ 
teristics of the issue, this coin is a bit more sharply struck on the 
obverse than on the reverse. The former side is overall bold in detail 
with the exception of a little softness of strike on the haircurls 
around Liberty’s face. The reverse is also relatively well struck, but 
the highpoints of the eagle are a bit bluntly defined. Wear is mini¬ 
mal, and both sides exhibit even yellow-gold color with green-gold 
undertones evident as the surfaces turn away from a light. Faint 
blushes of original luster outline some of the peripheral devices, and 
the number of wispy abrasions is not excessive for a C-mint Quarter 
Eagle that saw 10 points of circulation. 

The 1846-C is the rarest Charlotte Mint Two-and-a-Half in AU 
and Mint State grades after only the 1842-C (this conclusion per 
Doug Winter). The elusiveness of such examples in today’s market is 
almost certainly due to two main reasons: loss of confidence in 
Bechtler coinage that resulted in increased demand for C-mint gold 
in the Lower Appalachia area; and a fire at the Charlotte Mint on 
July 28, 1844 that halted production until early 1846 and, thus, pre¬ 
cluded a delivery of 1845-C Quarter Eagles.

3428 1846-D Winter 7-J. AU-58 (PCGS). The 1846-D (19,303 
pieces produced) ranks 16th in overall rarity out of the 20 Quarter 
Eagle issues delivered in the Dahlonega Mint—a ranking that it 
shares with the 1844-D, 1847-D, and 1848-D. At the AU and Mint 
State levels, the ‘46-D ratchets up to rarity slot #15. Finer than the 
typically offered VF and EF representative, this is a gorgeous, semi¬ 
prooflike example whose surfaces are free of all but the lightest high- 
point rub. The color is a warm yellow-gold shade that deepens a bit 
to green-gold undertones as the surfaces rotate away from a light. We 
have essentially no complaints about the strike, all features being 
uncommonly bold in definition for a product of the North Carolina 
branch mint. True, both sides are a bit scuffy from time spent in cir¬ 
culation, but the abrasions are largely small in size and singularly 
inconspicuous. With only four or five Mint State pieces believed 
extant (per Winter, 2003), this minimally worn example should be 
of profound importance to advanced gold specialists. 

Three of the four known die marriages of the 1846-D Two-and-a-Half share an 
obverse die. One of these is Winter 7-J, which Doug Winter (2003) describes as 
“scarce.” A loupe reveals scattered die polish lines (as struck) on the reverse, partic¬ 
ularly at the border and in the field around the eagle. 

PCGS Population: just 10; with a mere four finer through MS-63.

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3429 1847 AU-58 (NGC). An underrated issue among early-date 
Liberty Two-and-a-Halves, the 1847 was produced to the extent of 
just 29,814 pieces. This near-Mint survivor is awash in rich orange- 
gold color with more deeply set, green-gold undertones also appre¬ 
ciable at most angles. Ample evidence of an overall bold strike 
remains, this despite a little light highpoint rub. Partially lustrous, 
and free of sizeable and/or singularly bothersome abrasions. 

PCGS# 7744. 


3430 1848 MS-61 (NGC). The 1848 suffers from living in the shadow 
of its similarly dated CAL. counterpart. In actuality, the ‘48-P is an 
elusive issue in its own right that can be challenging to locate even 
in circulated grades. At the Mint State level, the 1848 is nothing 
short of rare. This is one of few Uncirculated examples that this cat- 
aloger cam remember handling. Both sides are richly colored in red¬ 
dish-gold shades. Modest semi-prooflike tendencies are seen in the 
fields, and the devices are characterized by sharp striking definition 
over all but a few isolated features. True, there are scattered grade¬ 
defining abrasions, but none are sizeable or singularly distracting. 
Advanced type collectors and 19th century gold specialists are cer¬ 
tain to enter strong bids when this important Quarter Eagle appears 
at auction. 

Scattered die polish lines (as produced) are seen in the fields, mostly on the obverse.

3431 1848-C Winter 9-F. MS-61 (NGC). The only known reverse die 
of the 1848-C Quarter Eagle is a leftover from use in 1846 and 
1847. In the Winter 9-F marriage, there is typically a reverse die 
break from the base of the M in AMERICA to the eagle s left (fac¬ 
ing) wing. That feature is only vaguely discernible on the present 
coin, and only then under a loupe. 

Both the obverse and the reverse possess pleasing green-gold 
color with a satiny texture to the mint finish. The strike is quite 
sharp in all areas—a characteristic that places this coin among the 
finest produced survivors of this frequently poorly defined issue. 
Scattered abrasions are not out of context with the assigned grade, 
and a shallow reverse graze above the end of the olive branch 
appears to be the only worthwhile pedigree marker. 

The 1848-C is the eighth rarest C-mint Quarter Eagle in high 
grades, and it shares this ranking with the 1851-C. In the book 
Gold Coins of the Charlotte Mint: 1838-1861, Winter places an MS- 
61 NGC example in a Michigan Collection in the # 3 position on 
his Condition Census list. That coin is probably distinct from the 
example in this lot, but the latter also qualifies as a CC representa¬ 
tive of this conditionally challenging Charlotte Mint delivery. 

NGC Census: 5; with a further five finer in MS-62.

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3432 1852-C Winter 14-1, the only known dies. AU-55 (NGC). 
With an extant population of just 75-85 coins (per Winter) from an 
original mintage of 9,772 pieces, the 1852-C is the seventh rarest of 
the 20 C-mint issues in the Liberty Quarter Eagle series. At the AU 
and Mint State levels, the ‘52-C is even rarer, and it ranks fifth in this 
regard after the 1842-C, 1846-C, 1841-C, and 1844-C. This is a 
minimally worn survivor whose devices are typically struck for the 
issue. Whereas the peripheral features are suitably bold in detail, 
those in the center are more-or-less softly impressed. The feathers 
over the eagle’s neck and left (facing) leg on the reverse are notice¬ 
ably blunt in definition. The color alternates between orange-gold 
and green-gold shades as the coin rotates under a light. Both sides 
are moderately abraded, as befits the grade, but there are only two 
small distractions in the center of the obverse that are worthy of 
individual mention. In high grades, the 1852-C is similar in rarity to 
the 1843-C Small Date and 1855-C.

3433 1852-C Winter 14-1, the only known dies. AU-53 (PCGS). 
Another minimally circulated 1852-C Quarter Eagle, this coin pos¬ 
sesses dominant green-gold color. Direct light angles, however, do 
reveal a brighter, yellow-gold sheen to both sides. The eagle’s 
plumage around the reverse shield and the haircurls over Liberty’s 
brow on the obverse are softly impressed, but the strike does sharp¬ 
en more-or-less toward the borders. Scattered abrasions are noted, 
none of which are out of context with the assigned grade. Faint flick¬ 
ers of original luster remain in the more protected areas around the 
devices. In sum, this is a pleasing AU example for the high-grade 
Southern gold specialist.

Low Mintage 1852-D 
Liberty Quarter Eagle Rarity 

Condition Census MS-61 Grade at PCGS 


3434 1852-D Winter 15-M, the only known dies. MS-61 (PCGS). 
With the exception of the 1854-D, 1855-D, and 1856-D, the 
1852-D is the rarest D-mint Quarter Eagle from the 1850s. Most 
of the 75-85 coins that Doug Winter (2003) believes extant grade 
no finer than low-end EF. In Mint State, the author accounts for 
just five or six pieces, all of which are included in his Condition 
Census. Likely a newcomer to that list, this richly colored example 
displays a warm orange-gold sheen. The luster is quite vibrant for 
not only the issue, but the grade, with modest semi-prooflike ten¬ 
dencies evident in the fields as the coin rotates under a light. Like 
the 1850-D, the 1852-D is typically offered with an above-average 
strike for a Dahlonega Mint Quarter Eagle. Indeed, the present 
example is overall boldly defined with the only mentionable soft¬ 
ness of detail confined to the highpoints of the reverse eagle and iso¬ 
lated areas around the rims. There are no individually conspicuous 
abrasions, and the eye appeal would probably support an even finer 
grade. Certainly among the most technical sound and aesthetically 
appealing survivors of this low-mintage, 4,078-piece delivery. 

PCGS has seen only seven 1852-D Quarter Eagles in the various Mint State grades, 
as follows: MS-61, the present example; (5) MS-62; and a single MS-63.

3435 1853 MS-63 (PCGS). This magnificent appearing coin exhibits 
gorgeous uniform golden rose mint luster. It is remarkably bright 
and vibrant. Very well struck. Surface marks are minimal and unob¬ 
trusive. There are just a few very faint obverse hairlines. For date or 
type, this is an exceedingly impressive Choice quality example of the 
Liberty Head quarter eagle.

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BU 1854-C Quarter Eagle 




3436 1854-C Winter 15-1, the only known dies. MS-60 (NGC). The 1854-C (7,295 pieces delivered) is the first Charlotte Mint Quarter Eagle pro¬ 
duced since 1852. Mint State survivors are of the utmost rarity with Winter accounting for just five coins at that level of preservation. The number of 
so graded examples in todays market is probably a bit higher, but there can be no doubt that this issue is still a significant condition rarity regardless 
of what criteria one uses to define that term. 

Light orange-gold color envelops both sides of this lustrous, softly frosted example. The strike is typical of the issue with some softness to the detail 
over the highpoints of Liberty’s portrait on the obverse and the reverse eagle. None of the scattered, grade-defining abrasions are worthy of singular 
concern, and the eye appeal quite strong for a BU-quality gold coin from this coinage facility. A probable low Condition Census representative of an 
issue that is rarer in high grades than such other C-mint Two-and-a-Halves as 1847-C, 1858-C, and 1860-C.

Condition Census 1855-D Quarter Eagle 
PCGS MS-60 

One of Just 1,123 Pieces Struck 



3437 1855-D Winter 18-M, the only known dies. MS-60 (PCGS). From an exceedingly low mintage of just 1,123 coins comes this important Quarter Eagle 
rarity. With just 45-55 coins believed extant in all grades (per Doug Winter, 2003). the 1855-D ranks second in absolute rarity among Dahlonega Mint Quarter 
Eagles after the 1856-D. In Mint State, Winter accounts for just two-to-three pieces, all of which are concentrated at or around the MS-60 level. This paltry total, 
when added to the authors estimate of 10-12 uiins extant in AU, places the 1855-D fourth in high-grade rarity in the Dahlonega Mint Quarter Eagle series. 

This is one of precious few Mint State ‘55-D Two-and-a-Halves that this cataloger has ever handled. The color is a rich khaki-gold shade that reveals whis¬ 
pers of rose-gold tinting as the surfaces dip into a light. Winter states that this issue is among the most poorly struck in the history of the Dahlonega Mint. 
Indeed, the present example is softly defined over the eagle’s neck and left (facing) leg feathers on the reverse, as well as around the rim on that side. The obverse, 
however, is markedly sharper in detail with really no areas of mentionable softness to the strike. Both sides present as uncommonly smooth in appearance for 
the assigned grade, and there are actually few noticeable abrasions. The luster, however, is a bit too muted to warrant a finer Mint State grade. Nevertheless, this 
coin presents very well for a BU-quality gold coin from this branch mint, and it should have no difficulty serving as a centerpiece in an advanced collection. 
Two reverse abrasions, one over the horizontal lines of the shield and the other over the E in AMERICA, are noted for pedigree purposes. 

In the 2003 book Gold Coins of the Dahlonega Mint: 1838-1861, Doug Winter lists this coin as the #3 example in his Condition Census for the 
issue. He also states that it is the “plate coin in the second edition of this book. " Interestingly, that book displays an image of an 1856-D Two-and- 
a-Half at the start of the chapter on the 1855-D. We suspect, however, that the author intended to use this piece as the plate coin. 

PCGS Population: 3; and none are finer. 

PCGS# 7776. 
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3438 1859-S AU-55 (NGC). With an original mintage of just 15,200 
pieces and an undoubtedly heavy degree of circulation during the 
early frontier era, the 1859-S is an elusive issue at all levels of preser¬ 
vation. Survivors are particularly rare above EF, and Mint State coins 
number just 10 pieces at NGC. Obviously important as a Choice 
AU representative, this minimally circulated example retains most of 
the original, frosty-textured luster. The color is a warm rose-gold 
shade, and the devices are overall sharply defined. Scattered abra¬ 
sions do not include any singularly mentionable distractions. 

The lower loop of the S mintmark is filled.

Final-Year 1860 Charlotte 
Quarter Eagle 

Nearly Uncirculated Preservation 



3439 1860-C Winter 19-J, the only known dies. AU-58 (NGC). 
The C-mint Quarter Eagle series came to an end in I860 with a 
delivery of 7,469 pieces. Only 85-95 examples of the 1860-C are 
believed extant in all grades, near-Mint representatives of which 
qualify for low Condition Census standing (per Winter). This rich¬ 
ly colored, copper-gold example is free of all but the lightest wear. 
The strike is pleasingly bold on the obverse, but it does soften a bit 
over the highpoints of the reverse eagle, as typically seen for the 
issue. Singularly distracting abrasions are conspicuous by their 
absence, although the surfaces are a bit scuffy from a short stint in 
circulation. Faint flickers of original luster peer from the more pro¬ 
tected areas around the devices as the coin rotates under a light. In 
high grades, the 1860-C ranks 15th in rarity among the 20 Liberty 
Quarter Eagle deliveries from the North Carolina branch mint. It is 
a more difficult issue to locate at the AU and Mint State levels than 
the 1838-C, 1839-C, 1840-C, 1847-C, and 1858-C.

3440 1860-C Winter 19-J, the only known dies. AU-53 (PCGS). 
The obverse of this lightly circulated survivor is overall sharply 
defined and a bit bolder in appearance than the reverse. The latter 
side, however, is overall well struck with the only mentionable soft¬ 
ness of detail confined to the eagles neck and left (facing) leg feath¬ 
ers. Rich orange-gold color deepens to olive-gold shades as the coin 
rotates away from a light. Remnants of a satiny, slightly granular fin¬ 
ish are evident at most angles, this despite light rub and a somewhat 
scuffy appearance. There are, however, no sizeable or singularly 
bothersome circulation marks. A very pleasing AU representative of 
this important Quarter Eagle from the Charlotte Mint.

3441 1861 Old Reverse. MS-61 (NGC). The 1861 Quarter Eagle 
struck with the old reverse hub variety of 1859 was discovered by 
Doug Winter and reported in the October 19, 1983 edition of Coin 
World. Breen (1988) describes this variety as “Ex. rare.” This BU rep¬ 
resentative displays rose-gold color and softly frosted mint luster. 
The latter is pleasingly vibrant in sheen for the assigned grade. None 
of the scattered, grade-defining abrasions are individually distract¬ 
ing, and the devices are overall sharply impressed from the dies. 
Judging by current PCGS and NGC population data, the 1861 Old 
Reverse is rarer than the 1859 Old Reverse, but not quite as elusive 
as the 1860 Old Reverse.

3442 1872-S MS-64 (NGC). The 1872-S is an elusive issue with an 
original mintage of just 18,000 pieces. Similar in overall rarity to 
the 1871-S (22,000 coins delivered), the ‘72-S, however, is consid¬ 
erably more difficult to locate in the finer Mint State grades. This 
important near-Gem is at the upper reaches of Condition Census, 
and it is one of the three finest examples certified at PCGS and 
NGC. Both sides are awash in rich orange-gold color. Mint luster 
is full with a glistening, satiny texture. With the exception of the 
eagles left (facing) leg feathers on the reverse (which are actually rel¬ 
atively bold for the type), all design elements are sharply impressed. 
Free of all but a few trivial abrasions, this attractive coin is seem¬ 
ingly earmarked for inclusion in an advanced collection of Liberty 
Two-and-a-Halves. 

PCGS and NGC combined have seen just three 1872-S Quarter Eagles in MS-64, 
and none liner.

3443 1873 Closed 3. MS-64 (NGC). Full, vibrant, softly frosted luster 
accents devices that are sharply impressed over all features save for 
the eagles left (facing) leg on the reverse. The color is a warm rose- 
gold shade, and wispy abrasions are expectantly minimal in number 
for the assigned grade. The 1873 Closed 3 is scarcer than its identi¬ 
cally dated Open 3 counterpart, and it is a conditionally scarce issue 
at the present grade level. 

PCGS# 7818. 



3444 1881 AU-58 (PCGS). Golden mint luster is rich and vibrant. 
Fields are deeply prooflike, with frosted devices standing out in crisp 
contrast. The surfaces are textured with microscopic ticks, and there 
is light rubbing in the fields, obscuring the natural reflectivity slight¬ 
ly. Overall eye appeal is quite impressive. 

This date is well known as the third lowest mintage business 
strike in the entire Liberty Head Quarter Eagle series, and its tiny 
mintage of 640 coins is reflected in the low surviving population. 
Just 53 total pieces have been certified by PCGS at all levels, of 
which none grade higher than MS-62. The offered coin is worthy of 
placement in outstanding specialized collection of the series.

3445 1898 MS-65 (PCGS). Mint luster is uniformly golden rose in 
color, highlighting remarkably smooth, satiny surfaces. Very well, 
struck. Nearly flawless. Here is a remarkably nice MS-65 certified 
example, housed in a first generation PCGS holder. It is scarcer in 
Gem quality than most of the Liberty Head Quarter Eagle dates to 
follow, but presently commands only a modest premium. Here is an 
excellent opportunity.

3446 1902 MS-63 (PCGS). This later-date Liberty Quarter Eagle has a 
not overly generous mintage of 133,733 pieces. The present exam¬ 
ple is sharply struck with warm orange-gold color.

Sharply 
struck, with shimmering mint luster.

3447 1906 Proof-67 Cameo (NGC). From an original proof delivery 
of 160 pieces comes this simply breathtaking specimen. The sur¬ 
faces are fully Superb with extraordinary yellow-gold coloration. 
The reverse assumes a slightly richer, orange-gold cast at certain 
angles. Proof Liberty gold coinage from the 1902-1907 era is typi¬ 
cally offered with an all-brilliant finish. Not so the present example. 
Both sides are boldly contrasted between deeply mirrored fields and 
satin-textured devices. The strike is full throughout, and the eye 
appeal would stand for nothing less than a Superb Gem rating. In 
addition to condition rarity, this coin boasts the absolute rarity that 
characterizes the entire U.S. proof gold series. 

NCG Census: 11; two in Proof-67 * Cameo; and none are finer with this finish.

3448 1907 MS-63 (PCGS). A strong candidate for inclusion in a final- 
year type set, this otherwise medium-gold example warms to orange- 
gold shadings over much of the reverse. With a sharp strike and not 
all that many noticeable abrasions, this coin would probably have 
secured a finer Choice rating were the luster a bit more vibrant in 
sheen.

3449 1908 MS-62 (PCGS). Golden mint luster emanates a glow of 
pretty sunset iridescence. Mostly well struck. Attractive surfaces. 
This pleasing example is very close to Choice quality.

3450 1911 MS-66 ★ (NGC). Produced in sizeable numbers for the 
series, the 1911 (704,000 business strikes delivered) is the most 
plentiful Indian Quarter Eagle from the 1910s in terms of total 
number of coins extant. In the finer Mint State grades, however, 
V this issue is very rare, and it compares favorably in that regard to 
such better-known coins as the 1914 and 1914-D. A no-questions 
Condition Census representative, this yellow-gold example is 
uncommonly well struck for this frequently softly defined issue. 
The feathers in the Indian’s headdress on the obverse are crisply 
delineated, as is the eagle’s plumage on the reverse. Frosty mint lus¬ 
ter is fully original and exceptionally vibrant with less granularity to 
the texture than typically seen on extant 1911 Two-and-a-Halves. 
Overall smooth, virtually distraction-free surfaces round out this 
coin’s extensive list of positive attributes.

Smooth, attractive surfaces. It is a delightful borderline Choice qual¬ 
ity example.

3455 1914-D MS-62 (PCGS). Attractive golden mint luster provides 
excellent eye appeal. Average strike. The mintmark is clearly evident, 
but typical of this issue is not bold. Surface marks are minimal. Here 
is a nice example for type.

3456 1925-D MS-62 (PCGS). Golden mint luster is touched with a bit 
of sunset toning. Mostly well struck. Attractive surfaces.

Much bright golden mint luster remains, 
touched with a bit of somewhat uneven sunset and ice blue tone. 
Well struck. Pleasing surfaces.

3458 1927 MS-62 (PCGS). Mint luster has softened a bit. and taken a 
glimmer of sunset and ice blue toning. Mostly well struck. Minimal 
ticks and scuffs. 

PCGS# 7951. 

3459 1928 MS-62 (PCGS). Mint luster mixes with somewhat mottled 
sunset toning. Mostly well struck. Moderate ticks and scuffs. 

PCGS# 7952. 

3460 1929 MS-62 (PCGS). Full golden sunset mint luster. Mostly well 
struck. Scuffed a bit in the feather detail of the Indian’s headdress, 
with two minuscule copper spots on his portrait. Modest surface 
marks, overall. Phis date is desirable as the final year of the denom¬ 
ination.

3461 1929 MS-62 (PCGS). Bright golden mint luster is touched with 
just a hint of sunset iridescent color. Fairly well struck. There is 
moderate scuffing on the reverse, along with a prominent scratch in 
the upper field.

This is our second consecutive sale in 
which a proof 1854 Three-Dollar gold piece is being offered. Lest 
one get the impression that this first-year issue is a frequently offered 
coin in today’s market, we refer back to the description for lot 2279 
in our March 2005 Baltimore Auction. In that catalog, we refer¬ 
enced David W. Akers as stating that just five or six specimens are 
extant from an original mintage of perhaps 28-30 coins. We are also 
aware of estimates that place the number of survivors in the neigh¬ 
borhood of 10 pieces. 

We do not know which of the fourteen pedigrees/auction appear¬ 
ances of the proof 1854 Three, listed in the aforementioned lot 
description corresponds to this particular specimen. Both sides are 
slightly impaired with somewhat scuffy fields and a little bit of triv¬ 
ial rub across the highest points of the design. Considerable rem¬ 
nants of original mint brilliance, however, are evident around the 
peripheral devices, and the overall definition is sharp. Yellow-gold in 
color with a single tiny alloy spot in the right obverse field that we 
mention solely for pedigree purposes.

With light highpoint rub 
and considerable remnants of mint luster, this coin should be of 
obvious importance to 19th century gold specialists. Ample evidence 
of a sharp strike are seen throughout, as is warm, medium-intensity, 
orange-gold color. Moderately abraded, as befits the grade, with a 
mentionable distraction at the lower obverse border.

Rarely Offered 1860 Proof Three-Dollar Gold 

A Beautiful, Gem-Quality Survivor From an Original Mintage of Just 119 Pieces 



3465 1860 Proof-66 Cameo (NGC). In his superb study of auction appearances for U.S. Three-Dollar gold pieces, David W. Akers 
reports that the proof 1860 was offered less frequently than the 1857, 1858, and 1859. This seems to suggest that many of the 119 
proof Threes delivered in 1860 were melted as unsold, or otherwise have not survived. This is the first representative of this extreme¬ 
ly rare and significant 19th century proof gold issue that this cataloger can remember handling. The surfaces are richly colored in 
reddish-gold shades with a lovely orange-peel texture to both sides. Shimmering, mirrored fields form a splendid backdrop to sharply 
defined, more satin-textured devices. As befits the grade, we are unable to locate any outwardly noticeable signs of mishandling. In 
fact, both sides present as overall smooth with no blemishes that would seem to preclude a Superb rating. A loupe reveals a few tiny, 
well-scattered strike-throughs (as made), none of which are really worthwhile for pedigree purposes. Struck in the year prior to the 
outbreak of the Civil War, this coin is a rare and fortunate survivor from one of the most turbulent eras in the history of the United 
States.

It is very 
well struck, with virtually full flowing hair detail of Miss Liberty clearly defined, and the plumes atop her headdress boldly struck. On the reverse, 
features of the wreath are equally as sharp. The obverse surface is perfectly smooth, appearing much better than the assigned MS-64 certified grade. 
The same could be said for the reverse, save a tiny ancient scratch in the field inside the rim at about 8 o’clock, which accounts for the classifica¬ 
tion. The visual appeal of this jewel is second to none. 

Just 4,850 business strikes of this date were coined, plus 25 Proofs. It is scarce in all grades, especially so at the higher Mint State levels, and is 
sure to elicit interest and appreciation from the legion of collectors seeking outstanding gold rarities.

3470 1883 Proof-65 Cameo (PCGS). A shimmering “orange-peel” 
texture is seen in the deeply mirrored fields on both sides of this 
breathtaking proof Three. The devices, on the other hand, are frosty 
in finish with the result that a bold cameo contrast is probably die 
first feature that greets the viewer. Also of note is warm orange-gold 
color and a sharply executed strike. There are no mentionable han¬ 
dling marks, as one should expect for the Gem designation. 

The 1883 is one of the most popular issue in the entire Three- 
Dollar gold series due to a paltry original mintage of 989 pieces. 
Survivors of the 900-coin business strike delivery are virtually 
always prooflike in finish, but they can be distinguished from true 
proofs using the following diagnostics: 1. The reverse wreath tips are 
distinctly separated on proofs, whereas they are joined on business 
strikes.2. The date in the reverse field is lower on proofs than it is 
on business strikes, and the digits also slant down to the right on 
the former.We do not know exactly how many proof 1883 Threes 
are extant, but they probably somewhere in the neighborhood of 
50% of the original mintage. The likelihood of resubmissions 
makes the use of PCGS and NGC population data problematic in 
this regard. In fact, both services have seen 101 specimens in all 
grades—a total that represents more than the number of coins 
reportedly struck!

Produced to the extent of just 801 business 
strikes and 109 proofs, the 1885 is one of the most highly respected 
issues in the entire Three-Dollar gold series of 1854-1889. Survivors 
of the business strike delivery are more often prooflike in finish than 
not, as one would probably expect given the paltry original mintage. 
Unlike true proofs of this issue, however, the business strikes display 
an attenuated leaf in the reverse wreath immediately to the left of the 
date. This diagnostic is clearly discernible on the present near-Gem. 
Both sides are beautifully colored in rich reddish-gold shades. The 
fields are deeply mirrored, but the devices are less so with a slightly 
satiny sheen. All areas are equally sharp in striking definition, and 
V there are just a few wispy abrasions that seem to preclude an even 
finer grade. Advanced type collectors and 19th century gold special¬ 
ists alike would be wise to enter strong bids when this lovely Three- 
Dollar crosses the auction block.

3472 1888 Proof-65 Cameo (PCGS). With a limited original mintage 
of 5,000 business strikes and 291 proofs, the 1888 is an under¬ 
standably popular issue among specialists. Proofs of this issue actu¬ 
ally appear at auction with a little more frequency than those of the 
other specimen deliveries in the Three-Dollar series. As such, these 
coins are typically sought by proof gold type collectors. This is not 
to imply, however, that the proof 1888 is common in an absolute 
sense. In fact, the opposite is true, and the rarity of this issue can be 
easily understood when one views it in the wider context of U.S. 
numismatics. 

The eye appeal that this coin possesses is nothing short of exqui¬ 
site. Unfathomably deep mirrors in the fields form a splendid back¬ 
drop to crisply delineated, more frosty-textured devices. The inter¬ 
play between these two features easily upholds the validity of the 
Cameo designation. The color is a warm yellow-gold shade, but we 
do note that the fields appear to “go black” as the coin rotates away 
from a light. There are no distracting contact marks, but pedigree 
concerns do compel us to mention two tiny reverse planchet voids 
(as struck): one in the left field outside the wreath; and the other in 
the field above the D in DOLLARS. A solidly graded Gem that is 
sure to see spirited bidder competition at auction.

Whereas most of the 5,000 busi¬ 
ness strike Three-Dollar gold pieces delivered in 1888 display dou¬ 
bling in the obverse die, the vast majority of extant proofs are from 
an obverse die that lacks this feature. The latter die is further attrib¬ 
utable by the presence of a rust patch (as produced) over Liberty’s 
neck. The coin in this lot reveals that diagnostic under close inspec¬ 
tion with a loupe. What the surfaces do not reveal, however, are 
grade-limiting blemishes. Both sides are richly colored in reddish- 
gold shades with a lovely “orange-peel” texture. Sharp striking detail 
is seen throughout, and the finish is boldly contrasted between 
frosty devices and mirrored fields.

Produced to the extent of just 33,183 pieces, the 1805 is not 
one of the most plentiful Capped Bust Right, Large Eagle Fives in today’s market. Survivors are rarer than those of the 
1800, 1802/1, 1803/2, and 1806 Round Top 6 deliveries. When one is fortunate enough to locate an 1805 Half Eagle 
in today’s market, it will more than likely have been struck from the B. 3-D die marriage. This is just such a coin, but 
the exceptionally smooth-looking surfaces serve to distinguish it from all other 1805 Fives currently reported at PCGS. 
In fact, the assigned grade is higher than that of all but three other Capped Bust Right Fives of ^//issues and die vari¬ 
eties certified at this service. 

There are hardly any outwardly perceptible abrasions on either the obverse or the reverse of this impressive Gem. The 
strike is expertly centered on the planchet and sharply executed over all but a few isolated features. Richly original color 
alternates between competing orange-gold and green-gold shades as the surfaces rotate under a light. A single, wispy graze 
on the obverse below Liberty’s ear is mentioned solely for pedigree purposes. Advanced type collectors and early gold spe¬ 
cialists alike would be wise to take full advantage of the excessively rare bidding opportunity that this lot represents.

There are not all that many distracting 
abrasions, and the color is a blend of rich, deeply set, orange-gold 
and green-gold shades. The strike is overall sharp, although we do 
note a little bit of softness to the detail over the upper reverse bor¬ 
der. The latter characteristic is seen quite often on examples of this 
die marriage. A few moderate grazes in the reverse field above the 
eagle’s head are noted, these being perhaps the only features that bar 
this coin from a Choice BU rating. 

Among varieties for the 1810 Capped Bust Left Half Eagle, B. 
2-D is the second most plentiful in today s market. Examples, how¬ 
ever, remain scarce in all grades. As an issue, the 1810 Small Date, 
Large (or Tall) 5 is rarer than the 1807 Capped Bust Left, 1809/8, 
1810 Large Date, Large 5, and 1812.

The outgoing type for the year, the 1834 
Capped Head Left Half Eagle is significantly rarer than its iden¬ 
tically dated Classic counterpart. This is because the higher 
weight and fineness of the former delivery made it a target of the 
mass melting of gold coins that was prevalent during the 1834- 
1836 era. The Plain 4 is the more frequently encountered Guide 
Book variety of the 1834 Capped Head Left Five Dollar. 
Examples are rare, nevertheless, when viewed in the wider con¬ 
text of the U.S. gold series, and they can be particularly elusive 
at the AU and Mint State levels. 

This is an extremely important coin for early gold specialists. 
Both sides exhibit rich, deeply set, green-gold undertones that 
warm to yellow-gold shades as the surfaces dip into a light. Faint 
suggestions of a satiny texture are seen here and there, but the 
overall finish is probably best described as semi-prooflike in 
sheen. A pleasingly sharp strike is seen throughout, as is a some¬ 
what scufly appearance that defines the BU grade.

Mint luster is 
extremely bright and vibrant. Fields exhibit a beautiful semi¬ 
prooflike glow, with engraved features offering very lightly frosted 
contrast. This coin is virtually full struck, with a trace of die clash¬ 
ing evident on the reverse within the vertical stripes of the shield. 
Merely a few minute handling marks and hairlines account for the 
assigned grade. There are no hard or detracting contact marks. A 
small lint mark, of mint origin, is evident in the field at the lower 
obverse rim between the date and the thirtieth star. 

The Crosslet 4 date comprises only a small number of 657,460 
pieces struck in the first year of the William Kneass designed Classic 
Head Half Eagle series, and the variety was not known to numis¬ 
matists until the early twentieth century. Just 51 total pieces have 
been certified by NGC, all graded considered. The offered coin 
stands as one of the finest few extant.

The highpoints, however, are a little 
bluntly defined, a feature that is probably due as much to light strik¬ 
ing softness as it is to wear. Otherwise green-gold color yields to cop¬ 
per-gold highlights around the peripheries. Overall moderately abrad¬ 
ed, yet free of individually conspicuous distractions.

3483 1841-C Winter 3-C, the only known dies. MS-61 (PCGS). 
Despite its status as the most frequently offered early-date issue in 
the C-mint Half Eagle series, the 1841-C is a conditionally chal¬ 
lenging coin that is rarely encountered in Mint State. In fact, most 
survivors grade VF or EF, and even Choice AU examples must be 
considered scarce. One of perhaps a dozen or so coins believed 
extant at the various Mint State levels, this BU representative is 
brightly lustrous with even yellow-gold color. A softly frosted tex¬ 
ture thins to modest brightness in the fields, a feature that is most 
readily seen at direct light angles. The strike is overall sharp and 
more carefully executed than that which one is likely to see on sur¬ 
vivors of the 1840-C Five Dollar delivery. Scattered, grade-defining 
abrasions are mostly singularly inconspicuous to the naked eye. 
Based on Winter’s Condition Census list in the book Gold Coins of 
the Charlotte Mint: 1838-1861, this important coin qualifies for 
that distinction.

3484 1841-D Winter 5-B. Tall D. MS-62 (PCGS). Incorrectly attrib¬ 
uted on the PCGS insert as a Small D. Of the three known die mar¬ 
riages of the 1841-D Half Eagle, Winter 5-B is by far the rarest. 
Winter’s Reverse B is distinguishable from Reverse D by having a 
Tall D mintmark. The former die was also used to deliver 1840-D 
Half Eagles of the Winter 3-B variety. Walter Breen (as noted in 
Winter, 2003) states that just 4,105 ‘41-D Fives from a total 
mintage of 29,392 pieces were struck using the Winter 5-B die 
combination. Winter describes this variety as “rare and important,” 
and he also states that examples deserve to sell for a “significant pre¬ 
mium.” 

Sharply struck throughout, both sides are free of bothersome 
lack of detail. The color is a pleasing blend of green-gold and yel¬ 
low-gold shades that compete for dominance as the surfaces rotate 
under a light. Frosty, slightly reflective luster is uncommonly 
vibrant for a D-mint gold coin at the BU level, and most of the 
grade-defining abrasions are small and singularly inconspicuous. 
Pedigree concerns, however, do compel us to mention a pair of 
moderate grazes in the reverse field, one that parallels the top of the 
eagle’s head, and another outside the eagle’s right (facing) wingtip. 

As an issue, the 1841-D is one of the more readily obtainable D- 
mint Half Eagles from the 1840s. High-grade (AU and Mint State) 
survivors, however, are rarer than those of such other issues from 
this decade as the 1843-D, 1844-D, 1845-D, and 1847-D. In Mint 
State-62, the coin in this lot easily qualifies for Condition Census. 

Minot repunching on the date is evident with a loupe.

The combined mintage of 
the 1842 Small Letters and Large Letters is a not overly generous 
27,578 pieces. The latter variety is the rarer of the two, and it prob¬ 
ably constitutes a smaller percentage of the total delivery. This min¬ 
imally worn survivor alternates between green-gold and yellow-gold 
colors as the surfaces rotate under a light. A somewhat scuffy appear¬ 
ance does not preclude appreciation of remaining mint luster. With 
no singularly mentionable abrasions, this coin is certain to have lit¬ 
tle difficulty finding its way into an advanced collection of 19th cen¬ 
tury gold.

Scattered distractions 
include a reverse rim bruise outside the D in the denomination and 
the final A in AMERICA.

3487 1844-C Winter 7-D, the only known dies. Die State III. AU- 
58 (PCGS). This issue is rarer in both an absolute and a condi- 
\ tional sense than an original mintage of 23,631 pieces might imply. 
The 1844-C is believed to be one of the most heavily circulated 
issues in the entire C-mint Half Eagle series. This theory (and it is 
one that we wholeheartedly support) explains not only the paucity 
of survivors in todays market, but also the fact that most known 
examples grade lower than EE In fact, at the AU and Mint State 
levels, the ‘44-C is surpassed in rarity among C-mint Fives by only 
the 1842-C Small Date, 1838-C, 1840-C, and 1846-C. 

This important near-Mint Half Eagle is one of the most attrac¬ 
tive representatives of the 1844-C delivery that this cataloger has 
seen in quite some time. Both sides are evenly and attractively col¬ 
ored in olive-gold shades that assume somewhat of an orange-gold 
, sheen as the surfaces dip into a light. The overall definition is pleas¬ 
ingly sharp, and only light highpoint wear is evident. Scattered 
abrasions from a short stint in circulation are singularly inconspic¬ 
uous with the exception of a tiny reverse distraction in the field 
below the second T in STATES. With inviting eye appeal and solid 
technical merits, this coin is sure to have little difficulty finding its 
way into an advanced collection of C, D, and O-mint gold. 

Three reverse die breaks (as struck) are noted: one from the tip of the eagle’s left 
(facing) wing to the rim; a second through the first A in AMERICA, across the 
eagles right (facing) wing, to the back of the neck; and a third from the eagle’s neck 
to the inner-left shield border. The presence of the final crack confirms the Die 
State III attribution. Winter describes examples of this die state as “rare.”

3488 1844-D Winter 11-H, the only known dies. MS-62 (NGC). 
The certified grade confirms this coin as a Condition Census 1844- 
D Half Eagle based on Winters published list from 2003. Both 
sides exhibit bright yellow-gold color that deepens in hue to green- 
gold undertones at more indirect angles. The strike is quite sharp 
overall and far superior to that often seen on Liberty Half Eagles 
from this coinage facility. A smattering of mostly small-size abra¬ 
sions seems to preclude a Choice rating, but only a thin reverse 
graze before the eagle’s beak would seem to serve as a useful pedi¬ 
gree marker. Attractive for the grade in all regards, this is a coin 
whose presence would confirm the importance of any specialized 
Southern gold collection. 

The 1844-D is generally regarded as one of the more frequent¬ 
ly offered D-mint Fives from the 1840s. High-grade (AU and Mint 
State) examples, however, are rarer than those of the 1843-D, 1845- 
D, and 1847-D, as well as those of a 1838-D and a few other 
Dahlonega Mint issues from the 1850s.

We are pleased to be offering multiple high-grade survivors of this 
88,982-piece Dahlonega Mint issue in the present sale. The coin in 
this lot is just shy of a full Mint State grade. In fact, rub from circu¬ 
lation is barely perceptible, but the surfaces are noticeably scufly 
with a smattering of small-size abrasions. There are, however, no sin¬ 
gularly mentionable distractions, and the color is a warm, even, 
green-gold shade. Ample remnants of a semi-prooflike finish are seen 
on both sides, and the strike is expectantly sharp for the issue. Of the 
200-225 ‘44-D Half Eagles believed extant in all grades, just 38-43 
pieces grade AU-50 through AU-58 (per Winter, 2003).

A moderately abraded, yet still partially lustrous representative of 
Liberty Five Dollar production at the New Orleans Mint.

3492 1845-D Winter 12-1. MS-62 (PCGS). Similar in overall rarity to 
the 1843-D, the 1845-D is relatively easy to obtain (by the standards 
of the Dahlonega Mint gold series) in VF, EF, and the lower AU 
grades. At finer levels, however, the ‘45-D is scarce, if not rare. Based 
on the list in Winters 2003 book Gold Coins of the Dahlonega Mint: 
1838-1861, this BU representative qualifies for Condition Census. 

This is one of the most sharply detailed Dahlonega Mint gold 
coins that this cataloger has handled in recent memory. Liberty’s por¬ 
trait and the star centrils on the obverse, as well as the reverse eagle, 
are equally crisp in delineation. What’s more, the denticles are bold¬ 
ly, if not sharply defined in all areas around the rims. The dominant 
color is a warm orange-gold shade, but we can see deeply set green- 
gold undertones as the coin turns away from a light. Softly frosted 
luster exhibits a slightly granular texture, as befits the issue. Neither 
side is excessively abraded for the assigned grade, but we do note a 
moderate graze in the obverse field before Liberty’s chin that should 
help trace the pedigree of this important D-mint condition rarity. 

A barely perceptible obverse lamination over and below the left side of the 8 in the 
date is noted. There is also a small obverse planchet flaw at the top of Liberty’s 
head, and a spindly die crack connects most of the letters along the lower reverse 
border. All of these features arc as struck.

3493 1845-D Winter 12-1. AU-58 (PCGS). Shimmering, softly frost¬ 
ed luster is undisturbed by all but the shortest stint in circulation. 
This tenure in economic channels resulted in light wear and some 
scattered abrasions, but there are really no individually mentionable 
distractions on either the obverse or the reverse. Both sides are 
impressively sharp in striking detail for a product of the branch 
mint, and the eye appeal is very attractive (for the assigned grade) in 
all regards. Yellow-gold and green-gold shadings compete for domi¬ 
nance as the surfaces rotate under a light. The 1845-D possesses one 
of the higher mintages (90,629 pieces) in the Dahlonega Mint Half 
Eagle series. As a result, survivors are seen with more frequency in 
todays market than those of most other Liberty Five Dollar issues 
struck in this coinage facility. The 1845-D, however, is rarer in high 
grades than the 1853-D and 1854-D.

3495 1849-C Winter 12-F. Die State II. MS-61 (PCGS). At the AU 
and Mint State levels, the 1849-C is the most frequently encoun¬ 
tered C-mint Half Eagle delivered prior to 1850. Since Winter 
believes that no more than nine Mint State examples are extant, the 
V present coin is undeniably rare when viewed in the wider context of 
U.S. numismatics. Both the obverse and the reverse are awash in 
warm medium-gold color. Whereas the obverse displays a softly 
frosted, slightly granular texture to the mint finish, the reverse is 
modesdy semi-prooflike in appearance. Most design elements are 
well struck, but we do note some softness to the detail over the hair- 
curls atop Liberty’s brow on the obverse and the eagles neck and left 
(facing) leg feathers on the reverse. The number of scattered abra¬ 
sions is not excessive for the BU designation, but a few moderate dis¬ 
tractions are noted in the left obverse field. All-in-all, however, this 
is a pleasing coin for the assigned grade that should have little diffi¬ 
culty finding its way into an advanced collection of Southern gold. 
A loupe reveals scattered striations in the fields, most notably on the reverse. There 
is also a die break on that side from the rim before the U in UNITED—the diag¬ 
nostic feature of the Winter 12-F dies in state II—and an unfinished area in the 
reverse die is evident between the eagle’s left (facing) wing and left (feeing) leg.

The strike is a bit sharper than that which we fre¬ 
quently see on survivors of this C-mint issue, with bold detail over 
the eagles neck feathers and some emerging definition over the left 
(facing) leg feathers. The haircurls over Liberty’s brow, however, are 
softly impressed. Shimmering satin luster provides very modest 
hints of brightness in the fields as the coin dips into a light. The sur¬ 
faces are moderately abraded, as befits the grade, but there are no 
sizeable or singularly mentionable distractions. An uncommonly 
attractive coin for the grade that is sure to see spirited bidding. One 
of two 1849-C Fives in this grade that we are offering in this sale, 
this piece qualifies for Condition Census standing based on the list 
in the book Gold Coins of the Charlotte Mint: 1838-1861 by Doug 
Winter.

3497 1849-D Winter 22-L. MS-61 (NGC). With only 125-150 coins 
believed extant in all grades, the 1849-D (39,036 pieces produced) is sim¬ 
ilar in overall rarity to the 1839-D, 1846-D/D, 1855-D, and 1858-D.The 
‘49-D is, however, rarer than all of those issues in high grades (AU and Mint 
State), and it is tied with the 1848-D and 1857-D for the # 6 ranking in 
that regard among the 26 Dahlonega Mint Half Eagje deliveries. 

This BU representative is just shy of Condition Census for the 
issue. The eye appeal is superior to what one might expea for a 
Southern gold coin at the MS-61 level, with not all that many abra¬ 
sions, and none that are singularly mentionable. Warm tannish-gold 
color overlays both sides in an even manner, this feature accenting an 
overall sharp strike. The luster is mosdy satiny in texture, but it is some¬ 
what muted in sheen—a not uncommon attribute for the assigned 
grade. Overall pleasing in appearance, nonetheless, this coin would fit 
comfortably into any advanced colleaion of 19th century gold.

Even medium-gold col¬ 
oration flows over both sides of this minimally circulated example. 
The overall impression is quite sharp, this despite a little light high- 
point rub and some isolated striking softness over the central obverse 
highpoint and a few of the star centrils on that side. The reverse 
impression is a bit sharper in appearance. With flickers of original 
luster outlining many of the devices, this coin possesses above-aver¬ 
age eye appeal for a C-mint gold coin that saw actual circulation. A 
few moderate abrasions on the obverse portrait are not really dis¬ 
tracting to the naked eye. Readily obtainable in lower grades (by the 
standards of a Half Eagle from this coinage facility), the 1851-C is 
scarce in low-end AU, and downright rare at or above the AU-55 
level.

This 
mostly orange-gold example is one of just 115-135 coins believed 
extant from an original mintage of 62,710 pieces (this per Winter, 
2003). Both sides also reveal intermingled green-gold undertones as 
the coin rotates away from a light. The strike is suitably bold in most 
areas, but there is mentionable bluntness of detail over the haircurls 
atop Liberty’s brow on the obverse, as well as in the corresponding 
area (lower eagle) on the reverse. Wear from circulation, however, is 
minimal, and the number of scattered abrasions is not excessive for 
a gold coin of this size and at this grade level. Shimmering remnants 
of original luster enhance the eye appeal of this probable low-end 
Condition Census representative.

3501 1852-D Winter 27-S. MS-63 (NGC). Half Eagle production at 
the Dahlonega Mint amounted to 91,584 pieces—a respectable 
total for this coinage facility. The ‘52-D is actually one of the more 
plentiful Liberty Fives from the Dahlonega Mint, a characteristic it 
^ shares with the 1853-D and 1854-D. It is still, however, a condi¬ 
tionally challenging issue that is typically offered no finer than the 
basal AU grade level. In the 2003 book Gold Coins of the Dahlonega 
Mint: 1838-1861, Doug Winter accounts for just seven or eight 
Mint State examples. The author also lists an MS-63 NGC exam¬ 
ple pedigreed to the Ashland City Collection as being tied for the # 
2 Condition Census rank. The coin in this lot, although distinct 
from the Ashland City specimen, is also tied for this honor. 

Both sides are awash in rich, satiny luster and well-blended 
orange-gold and green-gold colors. The rims are typically soft in 
definition for the issue, but the all-important focal features are over¬ 
all bold in appearance. Just a little bit of bluntness to the detail over 
the central obverse highpoint and the corresponding area on the 
reverse is noted. The number of outwardly distracting abrasions is 
far fewer than one might expect for a Dahlonega Mint Half Eagle 
in MS-63. An exceptionally important example that is worthy of 
inclusion in the finest collection of 19th century gold.

Gold type col 
lectors who desire a representative of Half Eagle production at the 
Dahlonega Mint would be wise to focus on the 1853-D. An estimate 
of 275-325+ survivors from an original mintage of 89,678 pieces 
establishes the ‘53-D as the most readily obtainable Liberty Five 
from this coinage facility. We caution bidders, however, that most 
survivors grade no finer than low-end AU—a fact that confirms the 
importance of this near-Mint representative. As with most known 
examples of this issue, the coin in this lot is overall boldly struck 
with the only particularly mentionable softness of detail confined to 
the rims. Rich reddish-gold color is seen throughout, but we are 
unable to locate more than a few well-scattered distractions from a 
short stint in circulation. With ample remnants of frosty mint luster, 
this attractive coin is worthy of a strong bid.

Despite it sta¬ 
tus as one of the more frequently encountered Dahlonega Mint 
Fives, the 1854-D is not the most common Half Eagle from this 
branch mint in high grades. That honor belongs to the 1853-D. In 
Mint State, Winter (2003) opines that there are no more than eleven 
‘54-D Half Eagles extant. Since the author’s Condition Census list 
includes coins that range in grade from MS-60 through MS-65, this 
important BU representative qualifies for that distinction. Both the 
obverse and the reverse are richly colored in orange-gold shades. 
There are two distinct variations to the striking quality seen on sur- 
• ivors of this issue. The coin in this lot is a bit softly defined over the 
rims, but the central devices are more sharply impressed save for a 
little bluntness of detail over the central highpoints. Shimmering 
satin luster is suitably vibrant for the assigned grade, and the num¬ 
ber of wispy abrasions is also commensurate with the MS-61 desig¬ 
nation. A probable newcomer to Winters Condition Census, this 
coin is most readily identifiable by a shallow planchet void (as 
struck) in the upper reverse field from the lower left side of the let¬ 
ter O in OF.

In the 2003 book 
Gold Coins of the Dahlonega Mint, Doug Winter does not mention 
the use of this reverse in the production of 1854-D Fives. The posi¬ 
tion of the 1 in the date relative to the end of the truncation of 
Liberty’s neck seems to identify this obverse as Winters # 30. A ten¬ 
tative attribution for this coin, therefore, would be Winter 30-U. 

The D mintmark is large and sharply defined. The central design 
elements are quite sharply impressed, but we do note some softness 
to the detail over the rims. The color is a rich, even, orange-gold 
shade, and softly frosted luster shimmers from rim-to-rim with a 
suitably vibrant sheen. Not overly abraded for the assigned grade, 
this BU representative just makes Condition Census based on 
Winter’s 2003 list. 

The 1854-D is generally regarded as the most readily obtainable 
Dahlonega Mint Half Eagle in high grades after the 1853-D. When 
one stops to consider that only nine-to-eleven coins are believed 
extant in Mint State, the absolute rarity of such examples should be 
obvious.

i The 1855-C (39,789 pieces produced) falls roughly in the middle 
of the rarity scale among Charlotte Mint Half Eagles. Examples 
rank 15th in both overall and high-grade rarity among the 24 Five 
Dollar gold deliveries from the North Carolina branch mint. The 
'55-C is an extremely rare coin in Mint State, with most survivors 
grading EF or VF, if not lower. With no wear and a fully intact 
mint finish, the BU representative in this lot is solidly within the 
Condition Census for the issue. The color that graces both sides is 
among the most vivid that this cataloger has ever seen on a C-mint 
Half Eagle. It is mostly reddish-gold in sheen with suggestions of 
rose-gold tinting also evident at certain angles. A lovely semi¬ 
prooflike finish is readily evident, the fields shimmering with appre¬ 
ciable brightness. The devices are sharply impressed and free of 
bothersome striking incompleteness, and there are no abrasions that 
are worthy of singular concern. A few swirls of slightly deeper pati- 
nation over the left obverse rim are noted.

Rich, deeply set, reddish-gold coloration envelops both sides of this 
appealing C-mint Five. The strike is among the sharpest that this 
cataloger can recall seeing on a survivor of this issue, but accuracy 
\ does compel us to mention some bluntness of detail over the eagle’s 
neck feathers on the reverse. All other elements of the design, how¬ 
ever, are crisply delineated. The surfaces are a bit hazy in appear¬ 
ance, but a soft, satiny sheen is readily evident as the coin rotates 
under a light. There are really not all that many scattered abrasions 
for a C-mint gold coin at the MS-61 grade level, but a short dis¬ 
traction behind Liberty’s neck helped us to trace the pedigree of this 
extremely important example. 

The 1856-C is one of the rarer Charlotte Mint Half Eagles in 
terms of both total number of coins known and coins known in 
high grades.

Once again, only 
the eagle’s neck feathers on the reverse are noticeably soft in delin¬ 
eation. Both sides exhibit warm rose-gold color that flows from 
rim-to-rim with an even distribution. Grade-defining abrasions are 
also sprinkled over both sides, their size generally small, and none 
being worthy of individual attention. Lustrous with a satiny texture 
to the mint finish, this coin would serve as a centerpiece in any 
advanced Southern gold collection.

The coin 
in this lot is actually the third BU representative of this issue that 
this cataloger has described for this auction, and its presence further 
confirms the spectacular nature of the Southern gold offerings in 
our April 2005 ANA National Money Show Sale. Both the obverse 
and the reverse are richly colored, in orange-gold shades. The strike 
is overall sharp and free of the noteworthy bluntness of detail over 
the eagle’s neck feathers evident on the plate coin in the book Gold 
Coins of the Charlotte Mint: 1838-1861 by Doug Winter.

3511 1856-D Winter 33-BB, the only known dies. MS-62 (PCGS). 
Unlike the 1852-D, 1853-D, and 1854-D, the 1856-D (19,786 
pieces produced) is one of the rarest Dahlonega Mint issues in the 
entire Liberty Half Eagle series. The ‘56-D ranks third in overall 
rarity among the 26 Five Dollar issues from this coinage facility, and 
sixth in high-grade rarity. When offered at all, this issue is apt to 
grade no finer than EF. Writing in 2003, Doug Winter accounts for 
just 12-15+ Mint State examples, all of which that grade MS-61 or 
finer qualifying as Condition Census per the author’s list. 

Otherwise evenly colored, rose-gold surfaces reveal a few isolat¬ 
ed streaks of lilac-copper iridescence around the obverse periphery. 
The striking quality varies quite a bit between the obverse and the 
reverse. The former side is overall boldly defined, whereas the latter 
is a bit softly impressed over the highpoints of the eagle. The more 
recessed features on the reverse, however, are crisply delineated. 
Frosty mint luster shimmers over both sides and thins to modest 
brightness in the fields. Lightly abraded, as befits the grade, yet free 
of individually conspicuous distractions. One of numerous 
Southern gold coins in this sale that represents an extremely impor¬ 
tant bidding opportunity for the advanced collector.

Orange-gold in color, this Half Eagle represents an important bidding 
opportunity for the advanced 19 th century gold collector.

An otherwise sharp strike wanes just a bit over the eagle’s neck feath¬ 
ers on the reverse. All other areas are boldly, if not sharply defined. 
Wear is barely perceptible, but the surfaces are peppered in small-to- 
moderate abrasions that may be the only features that bar this coin 
from a full Mint State grade. The color is a rich, even, orange-gold 
shade, and glistening mint luster is readily evident as the surfaces 
rotate beneath a light. The 1857-C (31,360 pieces produced) has an 
extant population of perhaps just 145-155 coins in all grades (this 
estimate per Doug Winter). Most of those coins are confined to the 
VF, EF, and low-end AU levels, with the result that this near-Mint 
representative is rightly described as scarce from a condition stand¬ 
point. It is also knocking on the door of Condition Census, the list 
for which ranges in grade from MS-60 through MS-64 in the book 
Gold Coins of the Charlotte Mint: 1838-1861. 

The 1857-C represents the second of four uses for Winters Reverse J in the C-mint

is a richly colored example whose otherwise khaki-gold surfaces 
warm to orange-gold shades at more direct light angles. The strike is 
superior to that which one will typically encounter on C-mint Fives, 
and it is pleasingly sharp in all areas despite overall light wear. True, 
both sides are moderately abraded, but there are no distractions that 
are worthy of singular concern. A strong candidate to represent the 
Charlotte Mint Half Eagle series in a high-grade circulated type set.

3515 1857-D Winter 34-CC. EF-40 (NGC). This is a more afford¬ 
able, yet problem-free representative of this scarce Dahlonega Mint 
issue. Both sides are overall lightly worn with relatively minimal 
striking softness over a few of the central highpoints. The rims have 
a rounded, or beveled appearance that is characteristic of the deliv¬ 
ery. A few moderate abrasions are noted in the left obverse field, but 
the surfaces are generally free of such distractions—an important 
feature for a Dahlonega Mint Half Eagle that saw 20 points of cir¬ 
culation. The surfaces are a bit glossy in texture, with rich orange- 
gold coloration.

3516 1858-C Winter 26-K. MS-61 (PCGS). In terms of total number 
of coins believed extant, the 1858-C is similar in rarity to the 1849- 
C and 1853-C, all three of which are more difficult to obtain than 
the 1847-C. In high grades, however, the 1858-C is the most fre¬ 
quently offered Half Eagle delivered in the Charlotte Mint (this per 
Doug Winter). With an impressively sharp strike and richly colored 
surfaces, this coin would make a lovely addition to a high-grade type 
set of U.S. gold. Otherwise orange-gold overtones yield to faint 
lavender-tinged highlights atop a few of the raised features of the 
obverse portrait. Both sides reveal noticeable semi-prooflike tenden- 
ci :s in the fields, most noticeably in the more protected areas around 
the devices. Moderately abraded, as befits the grade, yet possessed of 
mostly small, singularly inconspicuous handling marks. This coin is 
a probable newcomer to the Condition Census list in the book Gold 
Coins of the Charlotte Mint: 1838-1861 by Doug Winter, but it 
almost certainly qualifies for that important distinction. 

There are two known die marriages for the 1858-C Half Eagle. Winter 26-K is 
encountered with more frequency than Winter 26-L and the reverse die was later 
employed by the Mint to strike all known 1861-C Fives.

3517 1858-D Winter 35-CC. AU-58 (PCGS). Writing in 2003, Doug 
Winter ranks the 1858-D (15,362 pieces produced) 16th in high- 
grade rarity among the 26 Half Eagles deliveries from the Dahlonega 
Mint. The author also states that 30-36 pieces are extant in the var¬ 
ious AU grades. This nearly Mint State survivor is a little bit shy of 
Condition Census. Both sides exhibit rich, evenly distributed, 
orange-gold color that assumes somewhat of a khaki-gold sheen as 
the surfaces rotate away from a light. Traces of original mint luster 
are evident on both sides, this despite a little light rub and scattered 
abrasions. None of the handling marks, however, are individually 
mentionable save for a small group of distractions in the obverse 
field around stars 2 and 3. Overall well struck, particularly for a 
product of this coinage facility, and worthy of a strong bid.

3518 1858-D Winter 35-DD. AU-58 (PCGS). With considerable 
remnants of mint luster and no individually conspicuous abrasions, 
this coin presents exceptionally well for a Dahlonega Mint Half 
Eagle that saw actual circulation. Wear is minimal and confined to 
the highest points of the design, and there is ample evidence of an 
overall sharp strike. In feet, only the haircurls over Liberty’s brow in 
the center of the obverse, as well as the reverse arrow feather, display 
mentionable softness of detail. The ‘58-D has an original mintage of 
just 15,362 pieces. High-grade survivors number approximately 37- 
45 pieces (per Winter, 2003), a total that places this issue roughly in 
the middle of the rarity scale among the 26 Dahlonega Mint issues 
in the Liberty Five Dollar series.

Virtually all areas are sharply defined, but accuracy does compel us 
to mention a little softness to the detail over the haircurls atop 
Liberty’s brow on the obverse, as well as the arrow feather on the 
reverse. Shimmering, mostly complete mint luster is readily evident, 
the texture of which is satiny with modest hints of brightness in the 
fields. None of the scattered abrasions are either out of context with 
the assigned grade or worthy of individual attention. One of just 
15,362 Half Eagles to flow from the presses in the Dahlonega Mint 
in 1858, and important, as such.

Production of Half Eagles at the Dahlonega Mint fell to 10,366 
pieces in 1859 after a delivery of 15,362 coins in 1858.

Dollar series, and it is a conditionally rare coin in grades at or above 
AU-50. This is an overall boldly defined survivor with the obverse 
sharply impressed over all features save for stars 1-2 and a few of the 
central highpoints. The reverse is also quite sharp in outward appear¬ 
ance, but we do note a little softness to the strike over the eagle’s 
neck feathers and the arrow feather. Rich orange-gold color is seen 
throughout, and there are ample remnants of a satiny finish, partic¬ 
ularly in the fields. A minimally circulated, moderately abraded 
example that is free of individually conspicuous distractions.

3521 1859-S AU-58 (NGC). Since the 1859-S is virtually unknown in 
Mint State at the two major grading services, this Very Choice AU 
survivor represents the finest in technical quality that most collec¬ 
tors will have the opportunity to acquire in an example of this issue. 
Both sides are overall sharply struck with the only mentionable soft¬ 
ness of detail confined to the eagles neck feathers on the reverse. 

^ The color is a pleasing blend of orange-gold and rose-gold shades, 
and blushes of original luster shine forth from some of the more 
protected areas. True, both sides are somewhat scuffy from a short 
stint in circulation, but the only mentionable distractions are two 
short grazes in the left obverse field. One of just 13,220 Half Eagles 
delivered in the San Francisco Mint in 1859, the vast majority of 
which almost certainly saw heavy, if not terminal circulation on the 
frontier.

3522 1860-C Winter 28-M. MS-62 (PCGS). With a limited original 
mintage of 14,813 pieces, the 1860-C was produced in lower num¬ 
bers than any other C-mint Half Eagle delivered since 1846. In 
terms of both overall and high-grade rarity, the ‘60-C falls exactly 
in the middle of the 24 Five Dollar gold issues from this branch 
mint. Doug Winter (Gold Coins of the Charlotte Mint: 1838-1861) 
opines that just 110-120 coins are extant at all levels of preserva¬ 
tion. The typically encountered grade among survivors is VF or EF, 
and Mint State examples such as the present representative are com¬ 
fortably within the Condition Census. 

The original mint finish is full and readily appreciable on both 
sides of this warmly colored, rose-gold Half Eagle. The obverse is 
modestly semi-prooflike in sheen, but the reverse displays a softly 
frosted texture. The overall impression is more-or-less bold in 
detail, although we do note some isolated softness of strike over the 
highpoints in and around the centers. The number of small, scat¬ 
tered abrasions is fewer than one might expect for a C-mint Half 
Eagle at the BU level. A condition rarity of the highest order, this 
important 1860-C is unsurpassable in grade by all but two other 
examples of this issue known to PCGS. 

Direct light angles reveal scattered die polish lines (as produced) in the obverse 
field.

There are also suggestions of reddish- 
gold tinting here and there around the peripheries, particularly on 
the reverse, and olive-gold undertones are also evident at indirect 
angles. As befits the issue, the obverse impression is overall bolder 
than that on the reverse. In fact, the former side is sharply defined 
over all features save for the haircurls over Liberty’s brow, this despite 
light rub from a short stint in circulation. The reverse is leftover 
from the 1859-C delivery, and the mentionable lack of detail over 
the eagle on the present coin points to considerable die wear. A smat¬ 
tering of mostly small-size abrasions is noted, as befits the grade. 
According to Doug Winter, just 16-18 1860-C Half Eagles are 
extant in the various AU grades.

3524 1860-D Winter 38-FF. Medium D. MS-61 (PCGS). Fully 
Mint State, this BU Half Eagle is well within the Condition Census 
for this Dahlonega Mint issue with just 14,635 pieces originally 
produced. The eye appeal is quite pleasing, both sides shimmering 
with medium intensity, orange-gold color and softly frosted luster. 
With the exception of the eagle’s head on the reverse, which is 
noticeably blunt in detail, all devices are bold-to-sharp in striking 
quality. Scattered light and moderate abrasions are not out of con¬ 
text for either the issue or the grade. Only 145-165 1860-D Half 
Eagles are believed extant in all grades, just six or seven pieces of 
which are at or above the basal Mint State level (per Winter, 2003). 
This issue ranks eighteenth in high-grade rarity among the 26 
Dahlonega Mint deliveries in the Liberty Five Dollar series.

The strike is more sharply 
executed than that seen on the MS-61 PCGS 1860-D Half Eagle 
that we are also offering in this sale. In fact, there is some emerging 
definition over the eagle’s head on the reverse. Warm rose-gold color 
is seen over both sides, as are ample remnants of mint luster. 
Although anything but abrasion-free, the surfaces present as uncom¬ 
monly distraction-free for an issue that is typically offered with a 
large number of detracting circulation marks. There is, however, a 
moderate abrasion in the lower reverse field that we mention for the 
sake of accuracy.

With fulsome mint 
luster, a sharp strike, and eye appeal to spare, this coin is seemingly 
deserving of a premium bid.

In AU, the ‘65-S is rare, and Mint State survivors number 
just seven coins at the major grading services. Understandably 
important, this minimally rubbed representative displays rich 
orange-gold color that assumes a reddish-rose cast at certain angles. 
Remnants of original mint luster cling to some of the more protect¬ 
ed areas around the devices. The strike is sharp over most devices, 
but we do note a little softness to the detail over the haircurls above 
. Liberty’s brow and the bottom half of the S mintmark. Lightly-to- 
^ moderately abraded, as befits the grade, yet free of singularly men- 
tionable distractions with the possible exception of a reverse graze in 
the field below the D in UNITED. The 1865-S is similar in overall 
rarity to the 1858-S, 1860-S, and 1863-S.

From a limited original 
mintage of 9,000 pieces comes this extreme absolute and condition 
rarity among S-mint Half Eagles. The 1866-S No Motto is current¬ 
ly unknown in Mint State at either PCGS or NGC, and AU exam¬ 
ples number just 18 coins at those certification services. This is a 
mostly tannish-gold example whose surfaces reveal flickers of faded 
mint luster in the more protected areas at the denticles. The strike is 
overall sharp, but the S mintmark is a little softly impressed. A smat¬ 
tering of abrasions is not out of context for a frontier era gold coin 
that saw 10 points of circulation. Far finer than the average F or VF 
example that occasionally appears in today’s market, this coin would 
serve as a centerpiece in any advanced collection of Liberty Fives.

Like the 1873-S, to which it compares favor¬ 
ably to in terms of rarity, the 1870-S (17,000 pieces produced) is more dif¬ 
ficult to locate than the 1868-S, 1869-S, 1871-S, and 1872-S. The 70-S 
is currendy unknown in Mint State at either PCGS or NGC—a fact that 
speaks volumes about the importance of this AU survivor. Rich orange- 
gold color envelops both sides with a somewhat reddish-copper sheen evi¬ 
dent at certain angles. The overall impression is quite sharp for a Liberty 
Five from this era, and all devices are boldly delineated with the exception 
of the eagles neck feathers. Wear is minimal, and scattered abrasions are 
not out of context for an S-mint gold coin that saw actual circulation.

3530 1873-CC Winter 2-B. EF-45 (PCGS). This year is the fourth in 
which the Carson City Mint struck Half Eagles. The ‘73-CC has an 
original mintage of just 7,416 pieces, the vast majority of which 
were undoubtedly lost in circulation. Survivors number just 55-65 
coins in all grades (per Winter and Halperin, 2001), and the typi¬ 
cally encountered grade among such pieces is no finer than VF. This 
conditionally rare example displays overall light wear. Winter 2-B is 
the most consistently well struck of the three known die marriages 
of this issue, and this coin, indeed, retains bold definition over most 
features. The central obverse highpoint and the reverse rim from 
about 7 o’clock-10 o’clock, however, are a little softly defined. The 
color is an even, rose-gold shade, and a somewhat scuffy appearance 
is not out of context for a CC-mint gold coin that saw 15 points of 
circulation. There are no singularly mentionable abrasions. In terms 
of total number of coins believed extant, the 1873-CC is the rarest 
Carson City Mint Half Eagle after the first-year 1870-CC. Clearly, 
our offering of this Choice EF survivor represents a bidding oppor¬ 
tunity that the CC-mint gold collector cannot afford to let pass.

3531 1882-CC Winter 1-A, the only known dies. MS-62 (NGC). 
This issue’s original mintage of 82,817 pieces represents a signifi¬ 
cant increase over those of the 1870-1881 Carson City Mint Half 
Eagle deliveries. Bidders should not be surprised to read, therefore, 
that the 1882-CC is the most readily obtainable pre-1890 Five 
from this coinage facility. This statement applies to both low and 
high-grade examples. We do not, however, intend to give the pic¬ 
ture that the ‘82-CC is a common coin in an absolute sense. The 
total number of coins believed extant is just 350-400+ pieces—a 
range that is quite limited when viewed in the wider context of U.S. 
numismatics. Since only 10-15 of the survivors are Mint State (per 
Winter and Halperin, 2001), there can be no doubt that the 1882- 
CC is a profound condition rarity at that level. 

To date, PCGS and NGC combined have certified just eight 
examples of this issue in MS-62. There are no coins graded finer at 
either service. Winter’s #1 Condition Census rank for this issue is a 
tie between five MS-62 (certified) examples. We suspect that the 
coin in this lot is a newcomer to that group, but it also easily qual¬ 
ifies as one of the finest known 1882-CC Fives. Pleasingly vibrant, 
frosty-textured luster swirls around overall sharply impressed 
devices. There is just a tad of softness to the detail over the central 
highpoints, but we stress that this feature is anything but distract¬ 
ing to the eye appeal. Speaking of which, both sides present excep¬ 
tionally well for a BU-quality gold coin. In fact, there are no singu¬ 
larly mentionable abrasions save for a light graze in the reverse field 
below the eagle’s left (facing) wing that should serve as a useful pedi¬ 
gree marker. An overlay of warm orange-gold color rounds out this 
coin’s list of positive attributes.

The highpoints of Liberty’s portrait, 
however, are just a bit softly detailed, but there is plenty of emerging 
definition in that area. Medium-intensity, rose-gold and orange-gold 
colors are well blended over both sides, the surfaces of which shim¬ 
mer with satin-to-softly frosted luster. Scattered abrasions are mini¬ 
mal in both size and number for a CC-mint gold coin at the BU 
level. A probably newcomer to the Condition Census that Winter 
and Halperin list in the 2001 book Gold Coins of the Carson City 
Mint. ”

the most readily obtainable pre-1890 Half Eagle from the Carson 
City Mint, the 1882-CC is a strong candidate for inclusion in a type 
set of U.S. gold. This is a lightly worn survivor whose devices are 
quite boldly defined for the grade. In fact, only the haircurls over 
Liberty’s brow on the obverse and the eagle’s neck feathers on the 
reverse display mentionable softness of detail. Otherwise rose-gold 
color deepens to copper-gold shadings in the more protected areas 
around the devices. There are not all that many abrasions for a CC- 
mint gold coin that saw 15 points of wear, but accuracy does com¬ 
pel us to mention a few wispy distractions in the upper left obverse 
field.

3534 1894 Proof-64 Ultra Cameo (NGC). This breathtakingly beau¬ 
tiful specimen is an elusive survivor from an original proof mintage 
of just 75 pieces. Both sides are starkly cameoed with deeply reflec¬ 
tive, watery fields and frosty-textured devices. Even yellow-gold 
color is seen throughout, with a tinge of rose-gold patina also evi- 
dent at certain light angles. The strike is fully rendered over all 
devices, and we are unable to locate any handling marks that are 
really worthy of singular attention. In fact, the overall appearance of 
this coin is not all that far from one might expect for a Gem. There 
are two tiny reverse strike throughs, one over the N in UNITED 
and the other between the IT in the same word, that should help 
establish the pedigree of this important specimen. Writing in 1988, 
Walter Breen states that the proof 1894 Half Eagle is rarer than 
even the limited original mintage might suggest.

The 
unpopularity of the new matte finish explains the low survival rate among 
those coins that were distributed. The present specimen displays the deep, 
tan-gold color and coarse-grain matte finish that are characteristic of this 
issue. The strike is sharp throughout, as befits the method of manufacture, 
and none of the grade-defining contact marks are either sizeable or indi¬ 
vidually distracting. In fact, most of the wispy distractions are concentrat¬ 
ed in the fields, thereby sparing the focal devices. A more affordable, yet 
still rare example of the proof Indian Five Dollar series.

Sharply impressed with richly 
frosted luster, this coin is exceptionally attractive even for the Choice 
grade. There are none but the most trivial abrasions here and there, 
and the color is a warm, even, orange-gold shade.

Minimal highlight point rub and scattered abrasions are noted on both 
sides of the present example, but the overall appearance is not all that far 
from one might expea for a BU grade.

With warm orange-gold color and pleasing remnants of original mint lus¬ 
ter, this coin would do justice to any specialized colleaion.

3540 1909-S MS-64 (PCGS). Produced in greater numbers than the 
first-year 1908-S (82,000 coins struck), the 1909-S (297,200 pieces 
delivered) is, nonetheless, the more challenging issue to locate in 
todays market. In fact, the '09-S is one of the four or five rarest 
issues in the entire Indian Half Eagle series. Survivors of this impor¬ 
tant S-mint delivery are equally as elusive as those of the 1915-S, 
and most grade no finer than MS-63. Exceptionally well preserved 
for the issue, this lovely near-Gem is awash in warm golden-rose 
color. A razor-sharp strike includes crisp delineation over the S 
mintmark on the reverse. Both sides are fully lustrous, the texture 
richly frosted with a shimmering visual effect readily evident as the 
coin rotates under a light. Perhaps just one or two trivial abrasions 
are all that bar this exquisite Five Dollar from an even finer grade. 
Specialists in this challenging 20th century gold series will certain¬ 
ly be delighted with the opportunity to add this highlight coin to 
their collections.

MS-60 (PCGS). Federal records indicate that the Philadelphia 
\ Mint delivered 37,499 Eagles between May 14, 1799 and 
V " N September 4, 1800. According to Walter Breen (1988), all of those 
coins were dated 1799. Along with the 1801, this issue is the most 
readily obtainable Ten-Dollar gold piece of the Capped Bust Right, 
Heraldic Eagle design. When one considers that no more than 2% 
of the original mintage is believed extant, however, the absolute rar¬ 
ity of this issue should be obvious to collectors. 

This is an attractive and important early Eagle that is seemingly 
earmarked for inclusion in a Mint State gold type set. Both sides are 
noticeably prooflike in sheen with brightness to the finish that is 
perhaps most easily seen around the devices. Otherwise orange-gold 
color deepens in hue to green-gold shades as the surfaces rotate 
away from a light. The strike is sharply executed throughout with 
no areas of bothersome lack of detail. Grade-defining abrasions are 
generally small in size and singularly inconspicuous, and the eye 
appeal is superior to that which one might expect for the BU des¬ 
ignation. A wispy reverse graze in the field above the M in UNUM 
is noted solely for accuracy’s sake.

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Rare Brilliant Uncirculated 1800 Ten Dollar Gold 



3547 1800 B. 1-A, Taraszka-23, the only known dies. Rarity-4. MS-62 (PCGS). In the book United States Ten Dollar Gold Eagles: 1795-1804, 
Anthony J. Taraszka states: “Some [1800 Eagles] are a die remarriage and were struck after the 1801-1 A. They show a vertical die break on the 
reverse at right of tail." The present example shows a reverse die crack (as struck) over the eagle’s tail, through the tip of the olive branch, the eagle’s 
right (facing) talon, and the right side of the branch, to the bases of the letters ER in AMERICA. We believe that this is the die break to which 
Taraszka refers. 

The 1800 has an original mintage of just 5,099 pieces, all of which were delivered from November 18 through November 25 of that year. As 
with all pre-1834 U.S. gold, this issue is very rare in an absolute sense. When viewed in the context of the Capped Bust Right Ten Dollar series, 
the 1800 is an underrated issue that is scarcer than the 1795, 1797 Heraldic Eagle. 1799, 1801, and 1803. This green-gold survivor is free of wear 
with a pleasing semi-prooflike finish. The strike is suitably sharp over the devices, and both sides are well centered within mostly bold denticula- 
tion. Scattered abrasions account for the BU designation, but we stress rhat none are sizeable or singularly distracting. An important offering for 
the advanced early gold type collector. 

In addition to the aforementioned reverse die break, there arc several cracks (as struck) on the obverse through the letters in LIBERTY. An obverse planchet flaw (again, as made) is also 

noted in the held around star 11.

3548 1839 Large Letters, Head of 1938. AU-55 (NGC). Soft gold 
en mint luster is touched with a hint of rose coloration. The strike is 
well impressed, with the only apparent softness evident the star point 
separation on the obverse. Surfaces on both sides are textured with 
tiny ticks and scuffs, with a few scattered heavier contact marks in 
the field on either side. In spite of acknowledged blemishes, no 
marks stand out as being outwardly prominent or detracting to the 
overall pleasing appearance of this important coin. 

This coin represents the first obverse version of the Christian 
Gobrecht s Liberty Head Eagle design, depicting Liberty with long 
sweeping hair strands over her ear. It is a distinctive variety, struck 
only in 1838 through mid-1839, and as Breen so eloquently put it, 
“A slicked-up version of the old John Reich eagle served for the rev.” 
The offered coin shows traces of an underlying 8 to the right of the 
upright of the 9, which most surviving pieces do. 

Mintage is reported to be 25,801 pieces. NGC has certified a total of 
just 121 examples. Few American gold coins can compare to the allure of 
this coin as a distinctive and historic type. Here is a truly impressive coin, 
which belongs in an important, carefully assembled collection.

3549 1839/8 Large Letters, Head of 1838. EF-45 (PCGS). A transi¬ 
tional year in the Liberty Eagle series, 1839 saw the final production 
of Chiistian Gobrecht's original design for this denomination. While 
not quite as elusive as the first-year 1838 the 1839 Type of 1838 (or 
Large Letters) is still a rare coin in all grades. Overall lightly worn, 
the present example retains suitably sharp definition over the central 
design elements. The peripheral devices are a bit softly impressed, 
mostly on the obverse, but we stress that the date is crystal clear with 
crisply delineated digits. Richly colored in olive-gold shades, the sur¬ 
faces are peppered in small-to-moderate abrasions from time spent 
in circulation. There are, however, no individually mentionable dis¬ 
tractions, and the eye appeal is quite pleasing for an early-date Eagle 
that saw 15 points of wear.

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3550 1841-0 VF-30 (PCGS). New Orleans Mint Eagle production 
commenced in 1841 with a delivery of just 2,500 pieces. This issue 
is one of the true rarities from the Louisiana branch mint (per 
Winter, 1992), and examples are thought to number no more than 
45-50 pieces in all grades. Lightly-to-moderately circulated, both 
sides exhibit even wear with plenty of bolder definition remaining in 
the more protected areas. Rich green-gold color is seen at most 
angles, but warmer orange-gold overtones are also evident as the 
coin dips into a light. There are a few speckles of charcoal-copper 
tinting in the recesses around certain devices, and the usual number 
of scattered abrasions is noted. The surfaces, however, are largely free 
of singularly noteworthy distractions—an uncommon feature for a 
Southern gold coin that saw this extensive circulation. An extremely 
important bidding opportunity for collectors who specialize in the 
gold coinage of this branch mint.

3551 1842 Large Letters. AU-58 (NGC). Mint luster glows in a pret¬ 
ty golden olive hue. Surfaces are textured with minute ticks and 
scuffs, though harder contact marks are almost nil. There are a few 
faint copper spots on the obverse. The Large Date variety 1842 eagle 
does not have a particularly inspiring mintage, but Mint State sur¬ 
vivors are almost nonexistent. This example is about as fine as can be 
obtained.

3552 1844-0 AU-55 (NGC). Bright golden rose mint luster prevails. 
Both sides show scattered shallow ticks and scuffs, but none are over¬ 
ly hard or detracting.

Here is a highly sought after issue in higher level AU certified grades, 
due to the extreme rarity of Mint State examples, and is very impor¬ 
tant as a representative of the classic No Motto type.

3553 1844-0 AU-50 (PCGS). In keeping with the issue, this coin dis¬ 
plays an uncommonly sharp strike for a product of the Louisiana 
branch mint. In fact, the overall definition is sharp, and there are no 
areas of mentionable softness of detail. Wear is light and not readily 
evident, and an overlay of warm orange-gold color further enhances 
the eye appeal. Blushes of original luster adhere to the more protect¬ 
ed areas around the devices, and none of the scattered abrasions are 
worthy of singular mention. The 1844-0 is similar in rarity to the 
1842-0 and 1843-0.

3554 1847 MS-61 (NGC). Mint luster is bright gold in color and 
appears as fresh as the day it was struck. Mostly well struck, with 
only a bit of softness at the hair curl directly above Liberty’s ear. 
Surface marks are minimal, consisting almost exclusively of scattered 
shallow scuffs and luster grazes, along with a few faint hairlines. 
There are no hard or detracting contact marks. Visual appeal is quite 
impressive. For date or type, at the MS-61 certified grade level, this 
delightful No Motto eagle would be difficult to improve upon.

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3555 1847 AU-58 Polished (Uncertified). Very nearly in the Mint State 
category, this coin could very easily have been given an MS-60 grade. 
Both sides are yellow-gold in color with bold-to-sharp striking definition 
throughout. Scattered abrasions include two mentionable distractions 
on Liberty’s cheek, and the surfaces are unnaturally glossy in texture 
from a polishing. The 1847 (862,258 pieces) may be among the more 
readily obtainable Liberty Eagles from the 1840s, but examples are quite 
elusive in grades at or near the Mint State threshold.

3556 1847-0 AU-55 (NGC). This coin exhibits a touch of warm sun¬ 
set toning over golden mint luster. Average strike. Surfaces are tex¬ 
tured with tiny ticks and scuffs. This interesting example has a large 
die break from the lower reverse rim through T to the eagle’s talon 
at the left.

3558 1849-0 MS-61 (NGC). After the 1841-0, the 1849-0 (23.900 
pieces produced) is the rarest O-mint Eagle delivered in the 1840s. 
When offered at all, the latter issue is apt to grade no finer than VF. 
Extremely Fine representatives are scarce, and AU coins are down¬ 
right rare. In Mint State, the ‘49-0 is seldom offered in today’s mar¬ 
ket, and such coins are the province of the most advanced Southern 
gold collectors. 

A semi-prooflike sheen is evident on both sides of this impor¬ 
tant BU representative. The fields are noticeably bright in finish, 
and the central devices are sharply struck from the dies. The stars 
around the obverse periphery, however, are mostly soft in detail, 
but we stress that this feature is anything but detracting to the over¬ 
all eye appeal. Shimmering yellow-gold color yields to green-gold 
undertones as the surfaces rotate away from a light. The number of 
light and moderate abrasions is commensurate with the assigned 
grade, and there are a few that are worthy of mention over and 
around Liberty’s face. The two major grading services have seen just 
three 1849-0 Liberty Eagles at all Mint State levels—a fact that 
confirms this important BU example as Condition Census.

3559 1851-0 AU-58 (NGC). This is a challenging issue to locate in 
grades at or above the AU level. Very nearly in the Mint State cate¬ 
gory, this otherwise yellow-gold example reveals rich green-gold 
undertones as the surfaces rotate under a light. The strike is sharply 
executed in most areas, but we do note some softness of detail to the 
obverse star centrils that is quite common for the issue. Scattered 
abrasions include a mentionable graze over the obverse portrait. 
With much of the original luster remaining, this conditionally scarce 
example represents the finest in certified grade that collectors will 
typically have the opportunity to acquire in an 1851-0 Eagle.

From a relatively sizeable original mintage of 
263,000 pieces comes this important AU type candidate for the branch 
mint gold collector. The strike is average for the series with the central 
devices generally boldly detailed and those around the peripheries (read: 
the obverse stars and the eagle’s wingtips on the reverse) a bit softly 
impressed. Wear is light, and a smattering of circulation marks does not 
include very many abrasions that are moderate in size. Rich green-gold 
and orange-gold colors are well blended over both sides, and the eye appeal 
is relatively pleasing for an O-mint Eagle at this grade level.

3561 1853 AU-58 (NGC). An issue that should only be considered easi¬ 
ly obtainable in VF and EF grades, the 1853 is a conditionally chal¬ 
lenging Eagle that is scarce-to-rare in all grades at or above the AU-50 
level. This important representative is overall sharply defined with the 
lightest rub seeming to preclude a Mint State rating. Much of the orig¬ 
inal mint luster remains, and both sides possess warm, even, golden- 
rose color. The number of scattered abrasions is uncommonly mini¬ 
mal for a gold coin of this size that saw actual circulation.

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3562 1854-0 Large Date. EF-45 (PCGS). The logotype that the Mint 
used to deliver Large Date 1854-0 Eagles was intended for use in 
the Silver Dollar series. This is a richly colored, original-looking 
example whose surfaces are mostly olive-gold in sheen. Warmer 
orange-gold overtones are also evident, most noticeably at direct 
angles. The strike is a tad soft over a few of the peripheral devices, 
but the focal features are suitably bold in detail with only light wear 
throughout. There are no singularly mentionable abrasions, and a 
few blushes of deeper tinting at the top of Liberty’s head are noted 
solely for accuracy. The 1854-0 Large Date is rarer than its Small 
Date counterpart.

3563 1854-S AU-50 (PCGS). Soft golden luster touched with a dash of 
slightly deeper russet tone around the lettering and devices. 
Modestly worn surfaces. Moderate ticks and scuffs. None of the sur¬ 
face marks are overly hard or detracting. It is a pleasing example, 
with significant numismatic and historical import as a representative 
of the first year of coinage at the San Francisco Mint, as well as a nice 
Liberty Head Eagle without the motto IN GOD WE TRUST.

3565 1857-0 AU-58 (NGC). In the 1992 book New Orleans Mint 
Gold Coins, 1838-1861, Doug Winter opines that only 75-80 
1857-0 Eagles are extant from a paltry original mintage of 5,500 
\ coins. While we feel that this estimate may be a little on the low side 
' for todays market, there can be no doubt that the ‘57-0 is one of 
the rarest New Orleans Mint issues in the entire Liberty Eagle 
series. 

This is a lightly rubbed survivor whose devices retain ample evi¬ 
dence of an overall sharp strike. Liberty’s portrait on the obverse 
and the reverse eagle are equally well defined, and only a few of the 
star centrils on the former side exhibit what we would consider to 
be mentionable bluntness of detail. Deeply set green-gold under¬ 
tones backlight medium-intensity, yellow-gold patina. Remnants of 
a semi-prooflike finish are discernible as the coin dips into a light, 
perhaps most impressively so on the obverse. A smattering of gen¬ 
erally small-size abrasions is noted, these features well within the 
context of the near-Mint designation. In high grades (AU and Mint 
State), the 1857-0 is the third rarest New Orleans Mint Eagle after 
the 1859-0 and 1841-0.

3564 1855-S AU-53 (NGC). The 1855-S is the second Liberty Eagle 
delivered in the San Francisco Mint. A mere 9,000 coins were struck, 
the vast majority of which were undoubtedly lost to circulation. This 
fortunate AU survivor is important not only because of its absolute 
rarity, but also because the ‘55-S is an issue that is currently 
unknown in Mint State at either of the major grading services. 
Medium-gold surfaces retain flickers of original luster, this despite 
light wear and a smattering of mostly small-size circulation marks. 
There are a few moderate distractions here and there, but most are 
not singularly distracting to the naked eye. With the exception of the 
obverse stars, all features are pleasingly sharp in detail. An important 
coin that belongs in an advanced Liberty Eagle set.

3566 1858 AU-58 (NGC). Mintmarked coins in U.S. coinage history 
are frequently rarer than their similarly dated Philadelphia Mint 
counterparts. There are exceptions to this rule, of course, and the 
1858 Eagle is one of them. Since this P-mint issue is a significant 
rarity at all levels of preservation, unscrupulous numismatists have 
often tried to remove the mintmark from an 1858-0 or 1858-S to 
simulate an 1858. The NGC-certified example in this lot is authen¬ 
tic, and it is an extremely important survivor from an original 
mintage of just 2,521 pieces. 

Rich reddish-gold color envelops both sides. The finish is 
noticeably prooflike in sheen, and there is plenty of reflectivity 
remaining in the fields. Save for a few of the obverse star centrils, 
the devices are overall sharply defined despite a little bit of high- 
point rub. Light rubbing in the fields and a smattering of small-size 
abrasions are also the result of a short stint in circulation. There are, 
however, no singularly menrionable handling marks, and a tiny 
swirl of copper-charcoal tinting on the reverse rim outside the T in 
UNITED is the only worthwhile pedigree marker. Undeniable as a 
key-date issue in the P-mint Liberty Eagle series, this coin should 
have little difficulty eliciting strong bids at auction.

Scattered abrasions are 
consistent with the grade, and there really are no singularly men- 
tionable circulation marks. The 1860 is equally as rare as such other

3569 1869-S AU-55 (NGC). This important Liberty Flead Eagle rarity 
possesses attractive golden mint luster, with a trace of semi-prooflike 
reflectivity in the fields. Surfaces are moderately scuffed and rubbed. 
No marks stand out as being especially hard or detracting. Overall 
quality is such, that this example would be difficult to improve 
upon. 

Mintage was just 6,430 pieces, of which only a minute number 
survive today in all grades. NGC has certified a total of only 38 
pieces. Seldom is an example of this issue available, and when one 
does appear, it usually does not grade this high. Here is an excep¬ 
tional coin for specialists in rare date gold.

3570 1876 AU-53 (PCGS). The 1876 edges out both the 1873 and the 
1877 for second-lowest mintage honors in the entire Liberty Eagle 
series of 1838-1907. The total number of Ten Dollar gold pieces 
produced in the Philadelphia Mint in 1876 is just 732 pieces, 45 
coins of which are proofs. Business strikes of this issue are similar in 
rarity to those of the 1863, 1872, and 1877 deliveries, and a bit 
more elusive than those dated 1858. 

Finer than the typically offered VF or EF representative, this AU 
survivor retains suitable hints of the prooflike sheen for which this 
issue is known. Both sides are rose-gold in color with more deeply 
set, green-gold shadings evident at indirect angles. Light wear has 
not resulted in anything less than an overall bold appearance to the 
devices, and there are no more than the expected number of small 
and moderate abrasions for a PL Eagle that saw light circulation. A 
rare and important coin whose presence would confirm the impor¬ 
tance of any collection of U.S. gold.

A 
touch of light gray and dusty rose-sunset toning as formed over soft 
mint luster.

A single slightly more prominent contact mark is evident in the 
lower left obverse field. 

This issue saw a mintage of just 4,696 pieces, and the rate of 
attrition was high. NGC has certified a total of just 75 pieces at all 
grade levels. None have been awarded Mint State status. Here is a 
very nice example of this important and historic CC-mint eagle, and 
a significant offering for the many specialists in rare date gold.

3572 1882-CC Winter 2-A. AU-58 (NGC). Pleasingly sharp in strike, 
both sides reveal little in the way of actual wear. There are also not 
all that many distracting abrasions for a CC-mint gold coin of this 
size, and warm orange-gold color further enhances the eye appeal. 
This issue is generally not known for good luster quality, but this 
near-Mint survivor retains appreciable blushes of a pleasing, satin- 
to-softly frosted sheen in the more protected areas. An obverse graze 
before Liberty’s chin is mentioned for pedigree purposes, as is anoth¬ 
er on the same side before the date. The 1882-CC (just 6,764 pieces 
produced) is the most challenging post-1879 Eagle from the Carson 
City Mint to locate in todays market. It is more similar in rarity to 
such early-date issues as the 1871-CC and 1874-CC than it is to the 
other issues struck during the 1880s. 

Winter 2-A is the Misplaced Date variety of the 1882-CC Eagle, and the upper 
curves of an errant 88 are seen in the denticles along die lower obverse rim on the

3573 1890-CC Winter 1-A, the only known dies. MS-61 (NGC). 
Mint luster is soft and satiny, complemented with a blush of delicate 
rose iridescence. Surface marks are minimal for a coin at this certi¬ 
fied grade level, with a smattering of light hairlines on the obverse. 
Just 17,500 pieces were struck. It is a very attractive example of this 
historic low mintage CC-mint issue, and an underrated coin in cer¬ 
tified Mint State grades, generally speaking, but particularly because 
of the extreme popularity of Carson City Mint coinage. Only 92 
total pieces have been assigned MS classifications by NGC; none 
above MS-63.

Only 105 total examples have been 
certified by NGC at all grade levels. Very few have been certified 
higher than this one.

There are also blushes of pale grayish tinting 
through the centers, this feature providing one of the most attractive 
appearances that this cataloger has ever seen on a Liberty Eagle of 
this issue. Minimally abraded, and conditionally scarce, as such.

Rose-gold color and swirling frosty luster 
accent sharply impressed features on both sides of this Choice repre¬ 
sentative.

The 1898 is surprisingly challenging to locate in the finer Mint State 
grades for a P-mint issue with a respectable original mintage of

This richly col¬ 
ored, reddish-gold example is uncommonly smooth in sheen for the 
MS-63 rating. In fact, there are really no mentionable abrasions, but 
a few scattered alloy spots are noted.

Virtually unsurpassable in 
NGC-certified grade, this satiny Eagle belongs in an advanced col¬ 
lection of Liberty gold coinage.

3602 1859 MS-60 (NGC). Produced to the extent of just 43,567 busi¬ 
ness strikes, the 1859 boasts the second lowest mintage in the P- 
mint Type I Double Eagle series. This issue ranks fourth in high- 
grade rarity among those deliveries, and it has not been represented 
\ to any great degree in recent hoards of Liberty Twenties. Doug 
V '"' Winter and Adam Crum (An Insider’s Guide to Collecting Type I 
Double Eagles, 2002) mention only a three or four-coin hoard of 
Mint State examples that entered the market circa 1999, and the 
three S.S. Republic coins certified at NGC as of September 16, 2004 
include two AU-58 coins and a sole BU representative in MS-60. 

We do not know the prior pedigree of the coin in this lot, but 
there can be no doubt that it is one of the most important Double 
Eagles in this sale. Both sides are brightly lustrous with a swirling, 
frosty sheen and very modest hints of brightness in the fields. The 
color is a warm rose-gold shade, and the strike is overall sharp and 
pleasing in definition. Scattered light and moderate abrasions are 
noted, none of which are out of context with the assigned grade. 
Solidly within the Condition Census for the issue, as per Winter 
and Crum’s statement: “An 1859 Double Eagle that grades About 
Unciurculated-58 and is choice, is considered a Condition Census 
example.”

None of the scattered abrasions are singularly conspicuous, 
and the eye appeal is quite pleasing for an S-mint Double Eagle that 
saw actual circulation. The 1860-S is similar in both absolute and 
high-grade rarity to the 1859-S.

This is a beautiful¬ 
ly colored example whose surfaces are predominandy orange-gold in 
sheen. Indirect angles do call forth more deeply set green-gold undertones, 
but we are unable to find any handling marks that are worthy of individ¬ 
ual attention. The strike is pleasingly bold for a Type II Double Eagle, and 
partially lustrous features reveal no more than the expected number of 
abrasions for a lightly circulated gold coin of this size.

The partially lustrous survivor in this lot is free of all 
but light wear across the highpoints. Rich orange-gold color assumes 
a slighdy hazy cast here and there on the obverse, but only at isolat¬ 
ed angles. With no singularly distracting circulation marks and 
pleasingly bold striking detail, this coin is sure to see spirited bidding 
at auction.

3639 1920-S MS-63 (PCGS). A premier condition rarity among Saint-Gaudens Double Eagles, the 1920-S is more difficult to locate at or 
above the MS-64 level than all other issues in this series with the exception of the 1921. Even the vaunted 1907 Ultra High Relief and 
1927-D are more readily obtainable at those levels than the 1920-S (per David W. Akers, 1988). This is a solid Choice representative 
whose surfaces are beautifully colored in well-blended rose-gold and reddish-gold shades. The luster is no less impressive, with both sides 
awash in swirling mint frost. The overall strike is pleasingly sharp, but we do note perhaps the most trivial softness of detail along the 
lower obverse rim—a relatively common feature for the issue. Were it not for a few light grazes in the obverse field, this not overly abrad¬ 
ed example may have secured an even finer Choice rating. Advanced 20th century gold specialists would be wise to enter strong bids 
when this lovely Double Eagle rarity crosses the auction block in Kansas City. 

A tiny triangular-shaped depression is evident on the reverse rim above the eagles’ beak. According to Akers, this feature is present on several 1920-S Double Eagles. It is, therefore, as

While the 1922 is one of the most readily 
obtainable Saint-Gaudens Twenties in grades at or below the MS-63 
level, it is an important condition rarity any finer. This PCGS-certi- 
fied Gem is among the most carefully preserved examples that this 
cataloger can remember handling in quite some time. Reddish-gold 
surfaces are silent on the subject of noteworthy abrasions. The mint 
luster is full with a satin-to-softly frosted texture, and the striking 
quality is pleasingly sharp throughout. A beautiful representative 
that would grace any collection with its presence.

Smartly impressed features are awash in 
glistening mint luster. Otherwise orange-gold in color, the surfaces 
reveal a blush of rose-gold tinting in and around the central reverse.

Eagles from the mid-to-late 1920s, the 1925-S is typically offered with 
varying degrees of wear from use in circulation. As such, this issue is one 
of the rarest Saint-Gaudens Twenties in Mint State. This reddish-gold 
survivor retains full luster with a softly frosted sheen and modest, yet 
appreciable cartwheel visual effects evident as the surfaces rotate under a 
light. The obverse is a bit baggy, as befits the grade, but the reverse is 
overall smoother in sheen. Both sides are equally well struck with none 
of the isolated blunrness of detail frequendy seen on examples of this 
issue. Pale greenish-gold highlights encircle the obverse periphery and 
enhance an already pleasingly original appearance. A solid BU represen¬ 
tative of an issue that undoubtedly saw widespread melting in the after¬ 
math of President Roosevelt’s Gold Recall Act of 1933.
